Mr. Sobolshchikov is one of the Librarians of 

the Imperial Library of St. Petersburg, now the 

second or third largest collection in Europe ; and 
he also holds the post of Architect to that esta- 
blishment. The number of visitors to the library 
has so materially increased of late years, in con- 
sequence of the enormous increase of books on 
the shelves, that the Emperor has decided on 
building a new reading-room, to accommodate 
two hundred and fifty persons, and has assigned 
asum of 150,000 silver rubles for that purpose. 
Before forming a plan of the building, some 
unusual preliminary measures were deemed 
advisable. “In 1853,” Mr. Sobolshchikov tells 
us, “when the erection of the famous Rotunda 
for the Reading Room of the British Museum 
was taken in hand, the commission named for 
that purpose put itself in communication with 
the principal libraries of Europe, and requested 
information on the arrangements which pre- 
vailed in each. The commission also requested, 
that in case making written communications 
should be found too troublesome, special per- 
sons should be sent over to London, at the 
expense of the English Government, to supply 
the necessary information orally on the spot. 
Such,” he continues, “were the measures 
adopted to collect the information which is 
indispensable in order to construct a reading- 
room of the best description; and the Rotunda 
of the British Museum is now an object of 
admiration for all enlightened travellers in gene- 
ral and for all librarians in particular. When 
about to proceed to the erection of a great 
reading-room at St. Petersburg, it was impossible 
therefore not to wish to become acquainted with 
the buildings ofa similarkind already existing in 
Europe, and in particular with those results for 
the attainment of which such exertions and such 
sacrifices had been made in England. Accord- 
ingly, in pursuance of an Imperial command, it 
was decided to send me, as the future architect 
of the building, to study the arrangements for 
the accommodation of the public already exist- 
ing in the most celebrated libraries of Europe, 
and in particular those of London, Paris, 

Munich, Vienna, Dresden and Berlin.” So far 

Mr. Sobolshchikov. It is painful to disturb 

an impression which appears to have done the 

English Government so much honour in the 

opinion of St. Petersburg ; but, as fact is fact, it is 

incumbent on us to point out that, so far as we 
are aware, this narrative of English “ exertions 

and sacrifices” is but the “ baseless fabric of a 

vision.” On the contrary, it is rather remark- 

able, that the plan of the great Reading Room 
of the Museum was carried out in all its 
details by a very small group of persons, 





who consulted “orally on the spot” amongst | 
themselves, and that all the aid it received | 
from abroad had been imported many years | 
before in the single person of Mr. Panizzi. Few | 
undertakings of such “pith and moment” have | 
been carried on so noiselessly, at a time in which 
it is customary to lay the first stone of even a 
Ragged School with some pomp and circum- 
stance. The opposite belief, however, appears to 
have done no particular harm, but to have pro- 
cured for Mr. Sobolshchikov the opportunity of 
making an agreeable tour, and for his readers 
the opportunity of perusing some entertaining 
pages, 

His ‘Survey of the Great Libraries of Europe’ 
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is, indeed, rather an amusing than an instructive 
book. The whole survey was performed in the 
course of two months, during which it is evi- 
dent that the author must have been almost 
constantly in motion on his way from St. 
Petersburg to London and back again; and, 
under such circumstances, to effect much in the 
way of taking cognizance of different systems 
of arranging libraries, constructing catalogues 
and managing reading-rooms, would have re- 
quired a large amount of preliminary know- 
ledge, which there is little to show that Mr. 
Sobolshchikov possesses. There are several 
passages in his book which may justify an 
inference that he is more of an architect than 





a librarian. In his account of the great library 
of Dresden, for instance, he is amazed at the 
system of arrangement which he finds esta- | 
blished there,—quite unaware, to all appearance, | 
that it is the system proposed and followed 

by Franck in his ‘ Bibliotheca Bunaviana.’ The | 
name of Franck is still in high esteem with 

every genuine bibliographer, and his system 

has received the approbation of many distin- 

guished librarians, both French and German. | 
Again, at Brussels, “in the collection of early | 
printed books,” says our critic, “I remarked | 
a peculiarity which I had not seen in other 
libraries. The volumes were arranged according 
to the towns in which they were printed, and 
those of every town in chronological order.” 
The same method was in use a few years ago, 
if it is not still, at the Imperial Library of Paris. 
At all events, there is nothing in it to astonish 
a bibliographer, for it is the method followed 
by Panzer in his ‘ Annales Typographici,’ the 
world-renowned standard book of reference on 
the subject. The name and fame of the great 
minister of Henry the Fourth of France, the 
illustrious Sully, are also sufficiently diffused to 
make it appear strange that Mr. Sobolshchikov, 
in a somewhat satirical account of his visit to 
the statesman’s old apartments at the Arsenal 
library, at Paris, should speak of him more than 
once as “ Marshal Sully.” 

One of the sources of the amusing character 
of the book is the freedom of the author's 
observations and criticisms on matters in gene- 
ral—a freedom which would hardly be antici- 
pated in a Russian. He is anything but sparing 
of censure on points in which it has become 
conventional in many cases to be somewhat 
reserved. His remarks on the exhibitions of 
rarities and curiosities in some of the libraries 
which he visits may serve as a specimen. 
“ All the exhibited objects,” he says, in his 
description of the library at Munich, “are | 
remarkable in the highest degree, but they | 
are all dumb; the tickets which lie upon them 
bear only unmeaning ciphers; and the visitor 
has no other resource than to listen to the 
library-attendant, as he goes over his story by 
rote for the thousandth time, while hurrying 
from object to object. You linger, perhaps, over 
some lines traced by the hand of a man of world- 
wide celebrity; but the attendant has already 
got to the next article, and he hastens to have 
done with you that he may go and fetch books 
for some importunate reader.” —“ Of block-books 
they exhibit one, and the library contains more 
than twenty. Penurious, penurious indeed, is 
the show of rarities at Munich.”—“ The exhi- 
bitions in the department of printed books,” 
he tells us, speaking of Paris, “are singularly 
scanty.” That of prints, in the same establish- 
ment, is much more creditable. ‘So fine an 
exhibition,” he says, “in fact, I never saw; but 
I also never saw such a wretched apparatus 
for exhibiting. The prints are placed in such 
miserable frames as would hardly be matched in 
all Paris.” At Dresden, he describes the presses 





which contain the prints as of beautiful and 
even luxurious make, but, unfortunately, with 
unglazed doors. “In spite of their elegant 
contour and the delicacy of their finishing, 
it is,” he says, “wearisome and annoying 
to look on such a multitude of wooden pan- 
nels.” At the British Museum, he remarks 
that the glass cases in which the prints and 
the bibliographical rarities are exhibited in the 
great saloons, are far from being so artistically 
made as those at Dresden; but he admits that 
“here there is beautifully polished glass, and, 
in addition, the number of objects exhibited is 
very large.” The presses and tables for contain- 
ing maps at the Museum are criticized with more 
minuteness than they have ever been thought 
worthy of by London observers. “All the parts 
of them, both inside and outside, are made,” he 
says, “of oak, and with that carefulness which 
is the characteristic of English workmanship. 
But here, as everywhere in England, of elegance 
and taste there is none.” 

From so severe a critic, the Reading Room of 
the Museum meets with more admiration than 
might have been anticipated :— 

After the libraries of Paris [he says], it still 
remained to me to see an object of admiration to 
the whole civilized world—the Rotunda of the 
Reading Room of the British Museum in London. 
The accounts which I had happened to read, and 
the descriptions which I had happened to hear, of 
this astonishing building, were not accompanied by 
what is indispensable in these cases, a plan and 
drawings, and therefore did not give me even an 
approximate idea of what I actually found. The 
Reading Room of the Museum was to me an entire 
novelty. All that I had read, all that I had heard, 
had been eulogy,—but eulogy is not criticism. The 
Rotunda of the British Museum is a bold concep- 
tion, conscientiously executed. On its erection and 
its ornamentation there have been spent about 
150,0001., that is, about a million silver rubles. If 
it is taken into consideration that this building 
was raised with the assistance of English manufac- 
tories and English foundries, and that all the tech- 
nical experience of Englishmen was called into play 
in its behalf, it could not be supposed otherwise 
than that, from the union of all these conditions, 
there would be a surprising result, but, like every 
production of human hands, labouring under some 
defects. If the occasion should arise for the English 
to repeat the effort, and to construct another i 
room of large dimensions, I am convinced that they 
would produce something still superior, still better 
adapted for its purpose. The chief peculiarity of 
the Rotunda—not to say, its chief merit—is its 
size. This cannot fail to strike every one who 
enters it for the first time. From the hall of the 
Museum the visitor passes through a long and 
narrow corridor, opens a low door, and on a sudden 
finds himself in a circular hall, of almost the same 
size as the Pantheon of Rome. The Rotunda of the 
British Museum yields to the Pantheon in breadth 
by two feet only, and this difference in a diameter 
of 140 feet is unobservable. But the Pantheon was 
not built for learned labours, which require undis- 
turbed quiet and retired corners rather than a cir- 
cular saloon of vast diameter, in which more than 
three hundred persons are constantly on the move. 
In the Rotunda of the British Museum there is no 
noise, it is true; the visitors are quiet, they do not 
speak aloud, they do not walk about without neces- 
sity ; but where there are three hundred persons 
who do not hide themselves, but are occupied with 
their business, there is unavoidably a constant 
hum, which as unavoidably disturbs the attention 
of workers. 

The Russian critic does not advert to the cir- 
cumstance that, in spite of the presence of three 
hundred readers, the visitor who enters the 
apartment may very well fancy there are not 
twenty. The arrangement—perhaps too con- 
venient—that down the middle of each table 
there runs a wooden wall, which hinders every 
reader from seeing his opposite neighbour, pro- 
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duces this effect amongst others, and makes 
the new Reading Room of the Museum, in our 
opinion, a much more retired place for study 
than its predecessor, in spite of its enlarged 
dimensions and its doubled number of visi- 
tors. Mr. Sobolshchikov, after some further 
complaints of the size, proceeds to censure the 
light, which is, in his opinion, far too copious ; 
and also the draught of air, which, however, he 
considers unavoidable in so large a space. The 
air, he remarks, moreover, is pure—a praise 
which all the frequenters of the Museum 
before 1857 are aware that the old Reading 
Room could not latterly lay claim to. On 
the whole, he bestows a high panegyric on 
many of the arrangements; and his censure on 
a sudden takes a new direction, and-is poured 
in a full flood on hiscountrymen. “The excel- 
lent system of warming which I saw in the 
British Museum cannot,” he says, “be employed 
in our climate without some important but still 
not impracticable changes. Why, then, I shall 
be asked, do you not make these changes, if 
they are practicable, and introduce, or, at all 
events, try to introduce, among us what you 
have seen in England?” His answer is, that 
ignorance and a tendency to “scamp” on the 
part of the Russian workmen, and a false eco- 
nomy on the part of the Russian paying classes, 
who wish work to be executed, but cannot bring 
themselves to pay a reasonable price for it,— 
are an insuperable obstacle. These faults are 
painted in strong colours; and, moreover, the 
excellence of English workmanship is repre- 
sented as so great that to rival it is out of the 
question. “TI had been told,” he says, “that 
light from a skylight in the Muscum passing 
down through three grated floorings was still 
sufficient to read by at the bottom. I thought 
the thing incredible; but when I examined the 
construction on the spot, I found it simple 
enough. The gratings which constitute the 
flooring between the presses of books are made 
in true English fashion, the bars of all the 
gratings standing vertically one over the other 
with almost mathematical accuracy; and conse- 
quently the intervals between the bars which 
give passage to the light are just as accu- 
rate. If the bars above did not answer by an 
inch on either side, there would be darkness 
below.”—“ The English,” he further observes, 
“have expended on the construction of this 
Rotunda a sum about equal to a million silver 
rubles; but if such a building were under- 
taken by us, who have no such manufacturing 
establishments as the English, we could not 
execute it even for double that sum.” We are 
hardly inclined to concur in more than half of 
the opinions of Mr. Sobolshchikov; and as we 
indulge a hope that here and there in England, 
in bye-corners, some accidental taste and ele- 
gance may still be discerned by a friendly eye, 
so we cannot but suppose, also, that there may 
be some honesty and skill to be discovered in 
the length and breadth of the Russian Empire. 

The whole account of the Museum given by 
Mr. Sobolshchikovy abounds in interest, as 
coming from a critically-disposed foreigner, who 
is both an architect anda librarian; but, as has 
been already observed, the time employed in 
his examination was obviously too brief to allow 
his powers of observation to have fair play. 
It requires, for instance, very little acquaint- 
ance with the Library in Great Russell Street 
to be aware of the incorrectness of his assertion, 
that “in the British Museum there is not a 
single book that is not bound”; and we are 
informed that in his comparative account of the 
system of keeping records of the accessions to 
the libraries at Munich and London, there are 
points in which he states that they agree in 
which they differ, and points in which he states 


that they differ in which they agree. But all 
his sins of commission are less remarkable than 
a truly astonishing sin of omission. It is one of 
the modern boasts of the Museum library that it 
contains the largest and finest collection of 
Russian books to be met with anywhere out of 
Russia. Among the fifty thousand volumes 
of periodical publications which fill the galleries 
of the great Rotunda, there are, it is said, nearly 
a thousand volumes of magazines and reviews 
in the Russian language, or published in the 
Empire of the Czar. Mr. Sobolshchikov, who 
does not omit to inform us that in the Library 
of Ste.-Geneviéve at Paris, consisting of two 
hundred thousand volumes, there is but a single 
Russian book, says not a syllable of the remark- 
able character of the Russian collection at the 
Museum, though, as he tells us that he was 
shown the library in all its details by Mr. 
Winter Jones and Mr. Watts, he must cer- 
tainly have seen it. The omission is surely 
the last that would have been expected from 
a Russian librarian, describing his tour of in- 
spection to the main collections of Europe. 

There is another point which Mr. Sobolsh- 
chikov does not altogether omit to touch upon ; 
but on which he says very little when he might 
have been expected to say much. In 1858 he 
published a pamphlet, both in French and 
Russian, on the arrangement of great libraries. 
It is obviously very desirable that in every 
library whether of six hundred or six hundred 
thousand volumes, all the books on one subject 
should be kept together, and it is also obviously 
very desirable that every book on its first 
entrance into the library should receive a num- 
ber or mark denoting its locality, by which it 
may easily be found, and that this mark should 
never have to be altered. In a library which 
is never to receive any additions — as, for 
instance, the King’s Library, or the Grenville 
Library, at the Museum—it is plain that, with 
a proportionate expenditure of trouble and skill, 
the volumes can, once forall, be placed in strict 
scientific order, and marked accordingly. But 
is it practicable to provide that, in the case of 
a library which is daily augmenting, the fresh 
books on a particular subject should be con- 
stantly added as fast as they arrive to the 
books on the same subject which are there 
before them, and yet that, however rapid may 
be the rate of augmentation in some cases, and 
however slow in others, the press-mark once 
affixed to a volume should never require altera- 
tion? This is the problem which many librarians 
| have endeavoured in vain to solve, and some 
—strange to say—have pronounced impossible 
of solution. Della Santa, and after him Sobolsh- 
chikoy, appear disposed to consider the attain- 
ment of this desideratum as chimerical as the 
discovery of the perpetual motion or the qua- 
drature of the circle. 

Unluckily for his argument, what he main- 
tains, or rather maintained, to be impossible, 
| is,and has been for some years, at the Museum, 
| carried out in every-day practice; and as at the 
Museum between twenty and thirty thousand 
volumes are added to the collection in the 
| course of a twelvemonth, it is plain that if the 

difficulties are insuperable anywhere they 
{should be insuperable there. Mr. Sobolsh- 
| chikov, therefore, found at Bloomsbury a 
| very substantial proof that there are “more 
things in heaven and earth than are dreamt 
of in” his bibliographical “philosophy.” He 
takes notice of the Museum system very briefly 
and slightly; but the important part of his 
notice is, that he does not deny the effect is 
obtained, but only murmurs at the means. 
“* All this,” he says, after describing the system, 
“is a beautiful conception; but it is quite 
unpractical: I do not recognize in it the 

















character of the English.” He winds up his 
objections by what we hardly know whether 
to regard as a blunder or a joke. The new 
system invented by Mr. Watts is sometimes 
called, in allusion to its property of allowing 
a library to expand without confusion, “the 
expansive system.” Mr. Sobolshchikov tells ug 
it is called the ‘‘ expensive system.” This, how- 
ever, is a suggestion quite at variance with the 
facts; for the adoption of the new system has not 
only saved an immense mass of drudgery to the 
officials, but some thousands of pounds to the 
Trustees of the British Museum. 

The main point on which the Russian Libra- 
rian appears inclined to give his unqualified 
approval to the administration of the Museum, 
is that of the system of admission to the 
Reading Room by means of tickets, instead of 
throwing it open to all comers. At various 
stations of his journey,—at Munich and Paris 
especially,—he speaks in feeling terms of the 
damage done by indiscriminate admissions, 
Towards the conclusion of his pamphlet, when, 
treating of Catalogues, he contends for the 
men gaged of having a catalogue on slips only, 

ept in boxes inaccessible to-the public,—a 
view in which we entirely differ from him,—he 
breaks out into a diatribe on the subject :-— 

The liberality of the rules of the St. Petersburg 
Reading Room gives admission to every man who 
is respectably dressed. If the catalogue written 
on slips were given out for use to all comers, what 
would be its fate, when among our visitors there 
are persons who have a fancy for tearing plates 
out of books, and sometimes for tearing out leaves 
or even whole chapters of the text? The library. 
would, perhaps, by admitting to the use of its 
catalogues, afford a great advantage to its visitors 
which has not hitherto been afforded, but it is 
out of the question to venture this in face of the 
frequent melancholy proofs of the fact that, in 
company with the real votaries of learning, per- 
sons make their appearance in our Reading Room 
who, by doing in secret everything in their power 
to the injury of the volumes justly draw on 
themselves the name of “barbarian,” so shocking 
to a civilized ear. Persons of this stamp are not 


even on a level with those who carry off whole , 


volumes, or who abstract from collections of manu- 
scripts placards of the times of Mazarin (a robbery 
recently committed at Paris). Dishonesty of the 
latter description, however unjustifiable, leaves at 
least this shadow of consolation, that the object 
which has been stolen entire is likely to be pre- 
served with care by one who knows its value, and 
that thus it may not be utterly lost to science or 
literature. But a book with a torn-out map or 
a torn-out leaf, is an ever-bleeding wound; it will 
produce a sensation of pain even in remote posterity 
whenever the mutilated book is opened. There is 
no doubt that persons who commit such outrages 
constitute but a small per-centage in the mass of 
visitors of the Reading Room, but until this 
per-centage is utterly eradicated by the progress 
of enlightenment, our library must be cautious in 
its endeavours to satisfy the public,—it is its duty 
to be on its guard. The confession is a painful one, 
but it is painfully necessary. 

It is a still more painful circumstance, that 
the same remarks are applicable to the Read- 
ing Room of the great Museum of London, 
into which no one can enter without a letter of 
recommendation, signed at least by a house- 
holder. But; in fact, no reasonable degree 
of caution can guard against occurrences 
of this kind while human nature is human 
nature. An instance presented itself not two 
years ago of a Professor of the University of 
Leipzig, a man in the enjoyment of a fair repu- 
tation and of an easy competence, who made 
use of the free access that was allowed him to 
the City library to cut illuminated initials out 
of valuable manuscripts and dispose of them 
to adealer. The criminal is deservedly under- 
going a sentence of many years’ imprisonment, 
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and, under that safeguard, it is surely better to jagreeable refuge of cathedral stalls. Many of

On the whole, Mr. Sobolshchikov’s book 
is a suggestive as well as amusing one, and 
deserves to find a more extensive circle 
of readers than it can possibly obtain in 
its native Russian. We trust to see a transla- 
tion of it make its appearance ere long, either 
in English, French or German, when we do 
not doubt that many of the criticisms of the 
Librarian of St. Petersburg will, in their turn, 
be criticized by the librarians and biblio- 
graphers of other countries.

‘Or all the heroic men who abandoned the at- 
tractive career of arms in which they had 
distinguished themselves for that of preaching 
the gospel, not one is so illustrious for his cou- 
rage or so practically useful in his own and 
succeeding generations as the calm, devoted 
and unflinching Sebastian. 

The Centurion who, in the days of Diocle- 
tian, taught to all auditors that the incense of 
the altars was mockery, and the divinity of 
the Emperor a mere delusion, was a hero in- 
deed. He proclaimed his message, despite the 
«conviction that a sycophant and a spy might 
be in the assembly ; and he insisted on the 
truth, undismayed by the view of the arena 
or the roar of the neighbouring lion. 

These particular perils ceased to exist when 
the majority in the senate of Gratian de- 
throned Jupiter, and by that division made it 
illegal for Ceesar to claim cousinship with 
Olympus. Thenceforward, however admiringly 
the philosopher may have looked back on the 
beauty, the poetry, and the symbolic mysteries 
of the old religion, — however reverentially 
the poor bewildered peasant may have re- 
garded the groves in whose sacredness he 
had always unhesitatingly trusted, and the 
wells and springs and fountains, in whose 
waters there lurked and laughed fair, frolic- 
some nymphs, gracious and divine healers,— 
thenceforward, heathen philosopher and pagan 
rustic accepted the better instruction, listened 
to new teachers, and acknowledged an altoge- 
ther different allegiance. The world was then 
divided between the soldier and the priest ; and 
for many a long year young fellows of the best 
blood and the truest mettle had little choice 
of vocation but between the two professions— 
Arms or the Church. 

In all succeeding ages, the more active and 
showy and dissipated sort of life has had the 
greatest charms for the restless and careless 
and martial spirits of the young. If noble imps 
of fame went, by tens, into the church, they went 
by hundreds to the camps in which banners were 
raised and men of the sword were collected. Sub- 
sequently came the time when many a knight, 
growing heartily sick of his vocation, or dis- 
appointed by the small share of profit or of 
glory which accrued to him, broke his sword 
over his mailed knee, and exchanged the plumed 
helmet for the cowl or the surcoat of arms for 
bands and surplice. It would be more easy for 
us than it would be amusing to our readers to 
cite two or three hundred names of chivalrous 
gentlemen who turned their old chargers into 
stables, and who attached themselves for ever to 
the stone seats of a monastic cell or the more 





| them did this so jollily, with such a rollicking 

spirit, with such manifest small disgust for 
the world, and with such clear anticipations, 
often realized, of becoming bishops or arch- 
bishops, that we look upon the spectacle of their 
mutation as a very excellent joke. Indeed, they 
come, with jokes in their mouths and puns 
dropping from their lips, to the feet of some 
bearded saint who was to “ godfather” them as 
candidates for reception in the ranks of decent 
and religious gravity. These weary men-at- 
arms strode over from the camp to the convent, 
made the courts resound with their thundering 
at the gates, and cut themselves off from the 
world in a roystering chorus expressive of their 
repentant minds and lowliness of spirits. 

When that handsome, heart-breaking, sooth- 
ering Felan, the bravest soldier, hardest 
drinker, most insinuating wooer of his age, 
abandoned his “brogue and his blarney, and 
bothering ways,” and received the tonsure at 
the hands of the reverend father Mundus, the 
Irish knight, now a monk, made the very 
rafters of the chapel shake with the laughter of 
the brethren, as he exclaimed, hilarious at his 
own fun and the fun connected with it,— 
“Veni & mundo ad Mundum,” old Mundus 
himself woke up in the night laughing at the 
joke; and all the wine of Poictiers drunk at 
the supper had not washed it out of the 
memories of the monks who were able to come 
down to breakfast next morning. 

That St. Hilary, after knocking off his spurs, 
retained some of the spirit that could be 
pricked into gaiety, is not a matter for especial 
marvel. But what are we to think of that 
demure cavalier, Felix of Nola, subsequently a 
man of authority, and, when death robbed him 
of that, a canonized saint ?—what is to be said 
of that remarkably steady-looking individual, 
when we find him, too, playing on words, and 
condescending to doubles entendres? “I could 
not be Felix (happy) in my old line of life,” he 
remarked, “and so I thought I would try and 
be ‘Felix’ in the church.” At this mild jest 
the good-natured brethren laughed ; and we 
should be troubled to find a more convincing 
proof of their benevolent readiness to be pleased. 

Let us render full measure of justice to all 
these worthy fellows. Not a few of them 
turned their backs on thrones to embrace a 
life which undoubtedly yielded to not a few of 
them more power than if they had occupied the 
throne, and thereon wielded the sceptre. 
Adelard could not achieve the self-same quality 
of greatness as was achieved by his cousin 
Charlemagne,—but in “religion,” as it was 
called, he became a greater man. Aldric, the 
Knight—and Count, perhaps, to boot—was a 
gentleman who had gained a pretty position, 
but he gained one prettier still when he rose 
through the ranks of the Church to the epis- 
copal throne of Metz; Nathelan was, in every 
sense, considerably better off as Bishop of 
Aberdeen than he had ever been, pricking 
over the dreary Scottish plains with lance in 
rest; and the noble Saxon, Cedd, whose 
monastic ground is now occupied by that Til- 
bury Fort, very much resembled the old dragoon 
of the Stuart days, honest Compton, in finding 
the See of London a more pleasant and profit- 
able seat than the saddle of a war-horse. 

Arms or the Church! Arms and then the 
Church! These were the conditions, or the 
course of life in the olden days. Such were 
they when Giraldus de Barri—Welsh by his 
mother and locality of birth, Norman in blood 
by his father—“ entered on human nature” (as 
Cibber’s Lord Foppington expresses it) in the 
county of Pembroke, in the year 1147. This 





young noble, a prince by his Cymric lineage, 





from the very earliest sun-time of his youth 
evinced his disinclination for arms and all 
troubles and turmoils. His brethren and kins- 
men generally might follow the bent of their 
dispositions ; he manifested his by making his 
mud-pies all of the shapes of churches, cathe- 
drals, bishops’ mitres and episcopal crooks. The 
boy was, of course, allowed to have his way, 
particularly as he had an uncle who was Bishop 
of St. David’s,—a see which, till King Henry 
subjugated Wales, was itself subject only to 
Rome, but which English conquest had made 
subservient to Canterbury, to the inexpressible 
disgust of all true Welshmen. 

From the season of those sunny days of youth 
when Gerald had determined to be a church- 
man, he also seems to have resolved upon being 
Bishop of St. David's, and of recovering metro- 
politan power, if that were possible. In itself, 
St. David’s was not a pleasant place; on the 
contrary, the Bishop’s seat was in a wild and 
desolate locality; but there were treasures de- 
posited there, and, in old times, at least, these 
had possessed such attractions for the Orkney 
pirates, that those gentlemen of the high seas 
were wont to drop down to St. David’s every 
summer, and carry off with them all the plate, 
money and finery they could lay their hands 
on, wherewith to gratify their ladies in the old 
Norse isles. No wonder that one of the dioce- 
sans became so uneasy at these annual raids 
that he abandoned the diocese altogether, and 
took to soft seats and ignoble ease among the 
fine gentlemen of Brittany. 

Mr. Brewer, in one of the most spirited 
prefaces we ever had the good fortune to read, 
deals perhaps too harshly with the Welsh clergy 
when he takes the contemporaries of young 
Gerald for so many dunces. Accordingly, he 
is puzzled to determine where the youth ac- 
quired all the learning illustrated in his prose 
writings. The possession of it by this home- 
reared Jad proves, that in the matter and man- 
ner of schooling and schoolmen Wales was not 
all barren. When he received orders, Gerald 
was a very fairly indoctrinated member of the 
Church; but he shines in these pages as some- 
thing besides a scholar. From the day of his 
entrance, throughout his archi-diaconate of 
Brecknock, till the time when he resigned the 
episcopate of St. David’s—his election to which 
had never received the sanction of his Arch- 
bishop or of the Pontiff—he was incessantly 
fighting for his own supremacy and the subjec- 
tion of other men. In this struggle he often 
had a good quarrel, even when he had not the 
best of it. In every case, the man who had no 
heart for battles in the field, fought his fight 
with marvellous audacity and fearlessness of 
consequences. With all the terrors of the 
Church, he frightened sacrilegious and plunder- 
ing Welsh sheriffs into obedience and restitu- 
tion; but when menaces of excommunication 
were thundered against himself, even by bis- 
hops, he scornfully snapped his fingers at them, 
threatened to repay anathema by anathema, 
interdict by interdict, and declared the utter 
futility of both, under the circumstances. 

He is, if not so amusingly yet more profit- 
ably conspicuous, in his excursions to Ireland 
in princely company,—in his association with 
Archbishop Baldwin in making that famous 
tour through Wales, or rather round Wales, 
the object of which was to stimulate a spirit for 
crusading. As an author, recording his move- 
ments and his experiences of travel, he is of the 
very raciest. His observation is always acute, 
his expression felicitous,—and when he adds 
to pages of much valuable matter solidly and 
philosophically treated accounts of supernatural 
events and incidents, you see, clearly enough, 
that he does not believe a word of them him- 
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self, even when he refrains from giving himself 
the trouble go proclaim his incredulity. 

The great event of his life was, doubtless, 
that election to the see of St. David’s which, 
after years of fierce struggle, attended by 
mortal peril, when through his rashness he 
tore away some of the meshes of the network 
of the law, he was unable to get ratified by any 
authority under which he would have been 
content to act. His enemies were so many 
that his friends and allies deserted him. 
Everything abandoned him, save his own 
indomitable courage and cheerfulness of heart. 
Hunger, sickness, peril of betrayal, imprison- 
ment, or death, no force exercised by motive 
powers like these ever subdued his resolute 
spirit. Year after year, he hied to Rome 
to ask for justice and the confirmation of his 
election; and when his hopes of success were 
at the very lowest, and there were not two 
maravedis to make music against each other in 
his purse, he kept Innocent the Third in roars 
of laughter at his capital imitation of Hubert, 
Archbishop of Canterbury—his ways, his 
motives, his manners and his bad Latinity. 
This Hubert had resolved to have at St. David's 
a man whose distinguishing merit was that he 
might have made a tolerable village doctor, and 
he ultimately triumphed over Giraldus—Welsh- 
man, scholar, and divine as he was. In describ- 
ing the Primate, he paints his Grace in worse 
colours than we found used wherewith to limn 
him inthe Annales Cambria, another of the series 
of publications made under the sanction of the 
Master of the Rolls. But afterthe hot laying-in of 
these colours in one work, the good-natured, but 
ill-used author relents, in a later volume, and 
there depicts the active but unlettered Primate 
anew. The Palinodia is exquisite in its 
fashion. It amends, in good faith, what had 
formerly been advanced in error; but it also 
contains some points which had formerly been 
forgotten, and which are more fierce in the 
wording, and more detrimental to the character 
ofthis tremendously pommelled Archbishop than 
any spoken daggers by which he had previously 
been thrust through and through. Any meek 
and wounded spirit eagerly desirous to render 
justice to an enemy, and therewith thwack him 
the more lustily all the time of delivering the 
apojogy, has only to read this portion of the 
wo ks of Giraldus Cambrensis to learn how 
thi, was effected by a great master in the 
art and to despair at lack of power to lay on 
SO orn so painfully and so ferociously 
as he. 

When Gerald gave up his pretensions to the 
bishopric, he withdrew to that private life which 
he knew so well how to adorn. He had been 
among the learned and the gay men of Paris, 
had seen and felt and knew the world, had 
studied humanity, not only in the schools, but 
in hut and palace, by sea and land, in sunshine 
and in storm, at festive board and in the dun- 
geon, over the wine-cups and beneath the shield 
of the confessional,—and in his retirement he 
weighed his experiences, enjoyed his learned 
leisure, learned to value the little worthiness 
of much for which he had struggled so franti- 
cally, amused himself with building up some 
indifferent poesy, and laid claim to the grati- 
tude of all posterity by doing his very best to 
enlighten, instruct, or tickle it to the end of 
time. 

To the further consideration of these works, 
we shall have occasion to return, when Mr. 
Brewer has completed his editorial work, and 
produced the remaining volumes, Meanwhile, 
we may congratulate him on this introductory 
volume, and especially for its long and excel- 
lent Preface, which is as light reading as if he 
had dashed it off in a long fit of gay-hearted- 





ness, tempered, but never rendered grave, by 
good scholarship. 





The Bishops Walk, and The Bishop's Times. 
By Orwell. (Macmillan & Co.) 

Tuts is a noticeable book of verse, written in a 
right direction. The subjectivity of our modern 
poetry will lead to inevitable decay in its 
many wanderings away from life, human ex- 
perience and personal character. The only 
hope or help for our young poets is in the 
tendency that national action has to bring them 
face to face with heroes, and give them a closer 
grasp of life and its great realities. The effects 
of our Crimean and Indian experience are 
already beginning to work healthily in our 
poetry. The first manifestation is the biogra- 
phical element now increasing in verse. We 
take this to be a good sign,—a small but 
honest effort to bring poetry back to life. We 
believe that it will do for poetry what por- 
traiture has often done for the art of painting, 
that is, kept a little life and health in it when 
painting was in a very bad, wintry way, and 
again quickened it into a new spring. There- 
fore, we say this book is in the right direction. 
The writer has endeavoured to get at life in 
various individual shapes. He has clearly con- 
ceived a purpose, and wrought it out,—not 
perhaps without talking about it a little too 
much, forgetting that it is a poet’s duty to sing, 
not talk. In the principal poem, ‘The Bishop's 
Walk, we feel there is more to commend in 
the way of working than in the work done, 
possibly from the nature of the subject. A 
portrait of the good Archbishop Leighton is 
one of the best descriptive bits :— 

A frail, slight form—no temple he 

Grand for abode of Deity ; 

Rather a bush inflamed with grace, 

And trembling in a desert place, 


And unconsumed with fire, 
Tho’ burning high and higher. 


And with the fine pale shadow, wrought 
Upon his cheek by years of thought, 
And lines of weariness and pain, 
And looks that long for home again; 

So went he to and fro 

With step infirm and slow. 


A frail, slight form, and pale with care, 
And paler from the raven hair 
That folded from a forehead free, 
Godlike of breadth and majesty— 

A brow of thought supreme 

And mystic, glorious dream. 


Beautiful spirit! fallen, alas, 

On times when little beauty was ; 

Still seeking peace amid the strife, 

Still working, weary of thy life, 
Toiling in holy love, 
Panting for heaven above. 

The minor music is frequently the best, and 
“Orwell's” minor poems of ‘The Bishop’s Times’ 
are superior to ‘The Bishop’s Walk.’ With 
more action the writer gets more momentum 
for the larger motion. These are dramatic 
ballads, after the manner of Mrs. Browning, 
and exceedingly spirited. ‘Burley’ is fairly 
true to name and nature. ‘Peden the Prophet’ 
is a weird wailing of the old Covenanter, as he 
sits in the lonesome night on the eerie hill, 
looking with his second-sight out over a desolate 
land till the rivers all run red in his blood-shot 
vision, and all the weary weight of woe is rolled 
like a stone over his own life! Hood’s measure 
of ‘The Song of the Shirt’ is here admirably 
adapted with musical variation for the purpose, 
and bears the burthen bravely. ‘ Marion 
Brown’s Lament’ is not the best of these 
ballads, but one of the most quotable. It is 
founded on the story told of Claverhouse, who, 
when he had shot her husband, asked mock- 
ingly, “ What think you now of your braw good- 
man ?”— 

*¢ What think you now of your braw goodman?” 
Ah! woe is me! 

My heart was high when I began, 

My heart was high and my answer ran, 
“More than ever he is to me.” 





Mickle thought I of my bridegroom brave, - 
Ah! woe is me! 

Mickle I thought of him douce and grave, 

When he waled me out among the lave, 
Me a poor maiden his wife to be. 


But there on the greensward lying dead, 
Ah! woe is me! 

As I laid on my lap his noble head, 

And kissed the lips that for Jesus bled, 
More than ever he was to me. 


My heart was high when I began, 
Ah! woe is me! 

I was so proud of my brave goodman, 

Never a tear from my eyelids ran, 
Altho’ they stood in my e’e. 


But when I laid him on his bed, 

Ah! woe is me! 
And spread the face-cloth over his head,. 
And sat me down beside my dead, 

O but my heart grew sair in me. 
And aye as I lookt at the empty chair, 

Ah! woe is me!

Whence looking we could spy the far-off Ma; 
Dim in the sea, the Lomond’s shadowy heights 
Crowning the winding shores of kingly Fife, 
Berwick’s blue cone, the grey sea-withered scalp 
Of Bass, and nearer Arthur Seat, 
Shouldering the dingy surge of mist and smoke 
From his grey flanks, while the old Castle looms 
Darkly above the city roofs and spires, 
And pillared Calton veils amid the dusk

Vacation Tourists and Notes of Travel in 1860, 
oy by Francis Galton, M.A. (Macmillan 
& Co.) 


TueEsuccess of ‘Peaks and Passes’ may have sug- 
gested the publication of this collection of ‘Vaca- 
tion Rambles.’ The Editor accounts for its form, 
by stating that there are sundry annual tourists 
who move too quickly and remain abroad for 
too brief a holiday to give out complete or 
digested narratives, but who are not disposed 
to hide the light of their quicker observations 
under a bushel. Should this volume be 
received with favour, it may (he holds out 
hopes) become an annual. There will be 
always an eclipse, or a revolution, or an inac- 
cessible snow-mountain, or a walrus-chase, or 
some other “lark” (to adopt the style of one 
of the contributors) sufficient to give point and 
motive to the six weeks’ journey of the 
weary Englishman. For the present, too, there 
bids fair to be a yearly public for such journal 
literature. 

The reviewer's judgment of its value may 
be gathered from the tone of the foregoing 
paragraph.— When dealing with former Alpine 
volumes, we have distinguished the records 
kept by men of science from those thrown off 
by scramblers only too happy to be able to 
announce that they have seen what no one else 
has seen and done what no predecessor could 
do. But the forms of achievement and enter- 
prise are many. The oracular testimony of 
vacation travellers who have gone to seek 
political crisis far from home, with convictions 
ready packed and ticketted, is one of not 
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unfrequent occurrence. They lay hold of guides, 
they charge into shops, they suborn hotel 
waiters, they hold fast innocent gentlemen, 
whom they meet casually, or to whom they 
bear letters of introduction, and serve up 
the results of their intrepidity with a certaint; 
of touch and a complacency of visage whic! 
are curious to meet among men so reserved as 
our Englishmen are at home.—The first of our 
vacation ramblers of 1860, did “ Naples and 
Garibaldi” and Rome. If not himself “a 
tremendous converser,” he is a rare reporter 
of conversations. At pages 7, 8, 9, we find 
a recollection of explanations offered in dis- 
course, as coherent, orderly and consecutive 
as if they had formed the peroration of a 
written speech.—Then we go on to what the 
writer said to, and heard from, a civil French 
gentleman encountered at a Genoa dinner- 
table, who was put (recusantly on his part, it 
seems,) through a course of instruction and 
controversy during an evening walk on the 
promenade of the Acqua Sola. Here is the 
beginning of the dialogue, which is five pages 
long, and during which the reporter confesses 
that he harangued the weary Gaul to sleep:— 

“¢ Tt is a shame,’ said the Frenchman, ‘ to talk 
politics in so lovely a place, and at such a time. We 
ought to talk poetry.’—‘ It is your restless Emperor,’ 
said I, ‘ who forces everybody to think and to talk 
polities at all places and times.’-—‘ May be so,’ he 
replied ; ‘but his view is the true view, namely, 
that there will be no secure and lasting peace for 
Europe until its political system is based upon the 
principle of nationalities. It may cost us years of 
disturbance to establish this principle, but it will 
be the best for peace inthe long run. Europe will 
then be in a position of stable equilibrium (as the 
mathematicians say). This is the object of French 
policy. Surely it is nobler and wiser than the 
hand-to-mouth purblind policy of your Govern- 
ment, which huddles up all quarrels, and has for 
its object only the adjournment of war in the 
interest of merchants and fundholders.’” 


The following description of the Liberator’s 
entry into Salerno is more to our taste :— 

‘* As the day declined, the crowd gathered more 
thickly on the terrace which runs along the shore 
in front of Salerno. New detachments of tumult- 
uary national guards poured in from the neighbour- 
hood, armed with guns of all sorts and sizes, and 
without any pretence to uniformity in dress. A 
strong wind was blowing from the west, and 
clouds of dust swept along the terrace, so that I 
thought if the General delayed his entry much 
longer, we should have no sight left to see him 
withal, The sun went down, and left the hills, 
purple against the clear orange and rose of the 
sky. Still he came not. By-and-by, men set out 
to meet him with bundles of torches ready for 
lighting, and the householders prepared to illu- 
minate their windows. Bands of music paraded 
the town, and the crowd kept up a running 
fire of vivas to pass the time. At last, about 
half-past seven, a louder and more continuous cheer 
was heard; two or three carriages drove in, 
surrounded with people waving torches. It was 
he at last. As he stopped at the door of the Inten- 
denza, the national guard closed in to keep off the 
crowd, and escorted him up the staircase. A few 
minutes after, he appeared at the balcony, while 
some one next him held a moderator lamp so as to 
‘throw the light full on his face. He stood bare- 
headed, fanning himself with his black wide-awake, 
and looking like anything but the daring freebooter 
that he is. He has the most benign expression of 
‘countenance, and his partial baldness and long 
beard give him even a venerable look. He might 
serve as model for the portrait of the most bene- 
volent of ancient philosophers, whoever that may 
have been. Long after he had retired, the crowd 
continued to cheer, ‘ disturbedly,’ as the old stage 
direction says. In a little while all the town was 
lighted up. Nothing could be more beautiful than 
the lines of light spreading along the steep slopes 
of the hills and flashing in the sea below. By-and- 
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by the moon rose, and touched with cold greenish 
light the rocky summits of the hills, convents, and 
castles, and white villas in the slope, bright 
enough to distinguish the grey rows of olives above 
from the thicket of lemon and fig trees below, and 
at last blending with the ruddy splendour that 
shone upon town and beach and sea.” 

We string together a few grains of testimony 
and opinion. Thewriter, who visited the prisons 
of Ischia together with Lord Llanover and Mr. 
Edwin James, is disposed to abate somewhat 
of the horrors which have been described to us: 

“‘T do not think (says he,) there is any proof 
that the prison system at Naples under Francesco 
II. was at all worse than it was in England under 
George the Third.” 

Our tourist, naturally enough, was more dis- 
pleased than edified by the pranks of General 
Garibaldi’s well-wisher, M. Dumas, during the 
hey-dey of the novelist’s official glory. But he 
is elastic in his givings and takings,—as, for 
instance, when he excuses the anti-Papal Libe- 
rator for conniving in the miracle of the lique- 
fied blood of St. Januarius, with a view of con- 
ciliating the superstitious folk of the capital. 
He tells us (by the way) that the mystery of 
this exciting show is known to an English poet, 
Mr. Monckton Milnes, who asserts that he 
“once performed the miracle.” 

The second of last year’s autumn tourists 
whose communication is here printed, takes us 
through civil and military Croatia and part of 
Hungary. There, too, he was in the midst of 
political ferment, the outward signs of which 
are described modestly and without pretension ; 
as also are many of the sights which fall within 
the scope of the passing traveller’s vision. 

A third contributor—who puts forward “A 
Gossip on a Sutherland Hill-Side”—is in “the 
sporting line,”—mixes up slang and sentiment, 
—personal revelations concerning his “morn- 
ing tub, sleep-dispeller,’—the “terminal goose- 
berry jam,” which he had not time to eat,— 
and raptures concerning good or ill luck in the 
day’s business,—with a sort of hysteric hilarity, 
the fashion of which, we had hoped, was on the 
wane.—A few pages, concerning the manage- 
ment of the Sutherland estates, written in a 
more temperate and less tawdry style, may 
interest those who recollect past accusations 
and rejoinders on the subject. 

A fourth traveller gives us a glance at Peru 
in 1860—a glance from a keen and com- 
petent eye, seconded by a hand not unskilled 
in expression. Here, to give an example, is 
a paragraph, containing a general character, 
which will give a characteristic idea of South 
American mountain scenery to those who may 
never explore or look on it :— 

“Asa general rule the mountain scenery in 
Peru is on too gigantic a scale to enable one to 
appreciate it. You have to travel over vast wastes 
before you come upon the lovely spots that nestle 
in the recesses of the great Sierra. Putting aside 
such limited scenes as those in the valley of Vilca- 
mayu, or the campiiia of Arequipa, the most 
striking general view of the mountains that I can 
recollect, is from the middle of the desert of Islay. 
But let no one expect in a tropical climate the 
more varied effects of European mountain scenery. 
Out of the temperate zones is found no Monte 
Rosa, ‘ hanging there,’— 

Faintly flushing, phantom fair, 


A thousand shadowy pencilled valleys 
And snowy dells in a golden air. 


The traveller rises so gradually towards what 
appears to be the base of the gigantic range, that 
without being aware of it he has already passed 
out of the region of the most beautiful vegetation, 
and the scene has become bare, and cold, and 
desolate ; whereas, among mountains on a smaller 
scale, you can approach their boldest passes 
before you have bid farewell to tree, and flower, 
and grass. But what is lost in beauty is gained in 
& conception of grandeur and vastness. Never 





till you have travelled painfully day after day over 
some small portion of the far-stretching Andes 
will you understand what a barrier they are; on 
what a scale the mountain masses are piled together; 
or that the vast and desolate pampas over which 
you have been riding, are simply the dreary 
gradients to mountain tops that roll away as far as 
you can see. And as you ascend the highest 
passes, still far above you rise the snow-capped 
peaks untrodden and perhaps unapproachable for 
ever.” 


To this gentleman succeeds a bevy of Alpine 
climbers. The feats which these brave and ad- 
venturous vacation ramblers have to narrate 
bear so close a resemblance one to the other, 
that it would not be hard for a closet-traveller, 
whose wanderings went no further than those 
of De Maistre or Saintine’s prisoner in ‘ Fene- 
strella, to produce on paperany required number 
of ascents, adventures, hair-breadth ’scapes and 
incomparable guides (the last named, of course, 
the most incomparable).—What Prof. Tyndall 
states, apologetically, in his article may be true. 
The fancy for desperate hardships, unredeemed 
by great enjoyment save that of endurance, may 
become a craving irresistible to those whose 
lives are given chiefly to brain-work ;—but cray- 
ing is surely a system of disease, and diseases 
can become epidemic; and those that scramble 
with an object may infect those who scramble 
with no better object than to overtop pro- 
fessional scramblers.—Then, the two classes, we 
must repeat again, are dependent on a third 
class—-that of devoted men, who are induced 
to excite their employers and peril their own 
lives to get money. 

Iceland, with its geysers and its glaciers, fur- 
nishes some agreeable pages from another hand. 
So does Norway, which country seems to live 
in the memories of those who have explored it 
with a peculiar fascination. Last year’s tourist 
has more totell than tales concerning the firs and 
fiords and fisheries of Norway, or the midnight 
sun. He was at Trondjem at the time of the 
Coronation, and, by a bold stroke of self-asser- 
tion, succeeded in getting one of the few tickets 
issued for spectators in the Cathedral,—the 
building being almost filled with the actors in 
the rite. With the fantastic richness of the 
Norse church our architectural readers are 
familiar ; less so with a scene like the following: 

“The high pews and enormous galleries, with 
which the building was filled before the arrange- 
ments for the coronation, had now been swept 
away; a large organ and a singing gallery had 
been erected at the west end between the transepts, 
and the seats were placed as in a cathedral choir. 
All the decorations were in admirable taste; the 
side walls towards the east end of the choir were 
richly ornamented with arcades and hangings of 
crimson and gold, and beneath, two thrones were 
set, opposite one another, for the king and queen. 
On the king’s right hand were seats for the princes, 
near them were others for the court and the chief 
ministers; the rest of the building was allotted to 
the representatives of the Storthing, to the army 
and navy, foreign ambassadors, municipal autho- 
rities, &c. At ten o’clock the clergy, about fifty 
in number, dressed in surplices, and wearing ruffs, 
like those which Queen Elizabeth used to wear, 
began to assemble about and behind the altar; and 
amongst them were seen the Bishops of Christiania, 
Christiansand and Bergen, simply dressed in their 
cassocks. Our eyes had wandered to another part 
of the building, when suddenly they were recalled 
by a young Englishman behind us exclaiming 
‘Oh! I say, just look at the Bishops now.’ They 
had just re-appeared from the sacristy robed in the 
most gorgeous apparel, copes of amber-coloured 
brocade, covering the whole person, and bearing a 
red cross in front. After this the candles were 
lighted on the altar, and they advanced to meet 
the king and queen, who were now approaching : 
and then the whole procession moved slowly into 
church. It was a superb spectacle, though one 
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rather missed the bright British uniform: the 
royal pair wore robes of crimson velvet, ermine 
and gold, with immense trains ; but the greatest 
sight of all were the heralds, gigantic men, who 
were gorgeously dressed, and covered with lace and 
feathers, which seemed to stream from every part 
of them, so that they resembled beef-eaters raised 
to the highest power. The man who interested me 
’ most was Professor Munch, the mest learned man 
in Norway, who unites in his own person the titles 
of geographer, historian, and poet, as he has com- 
piled the government map of the country, is writing 
its history, and composed the verses (and excellent 
poetry they were) to which the music was set on 
this occasion. In his appearance the poetical ele- 
ment predominates, for he has a dreamy face and 
long hair. While the dignitaries were taking 
their seats, the choir had been performing some 
fine music, in parts of which mention was made of 
Olaf, Hako, and other great men of the olden 
time; the service began with a hymn, sung to 
Luther’s Hymn tune, and then the Bishop of Ber- 
gen ascended the pulpit. He is a fine-looking old 
man, venerable and benign, but with a great deal 
of humour in his countenance. The subject of his 
sermon was the blessing of God, with special ap- 
plication to the occasion. It was a written dis- 
course, simple, and delivered with energy, but so 
slowly and distinctly that we could follow it all 
through. Its brevity also was remarkable; but 
the King’s patience, we were told, had been so 
tried by an unusually long sermon at his former 
coronation at Stockholm that he had given peremp- 
tory orders that it should not exceed twenty 
minutes. This was followed by a short Litany, 
and then, after the performance of some more 
music, came the ceremony of coronation. The king 
moved up toa seat, which had been prepared for him 
in front of the altar, so that he sat with his back 
to the people, facing the clergy. His robe having 
been taken off, the Bishop of Christiania invested 
him with the royal robe; next he placed the mag- 
nificent crown of Norway on his head, and then 
presented him with the ball, the sceptre, and other | 
insignia, accompanying each part of the ceremony | 
with prayer. One of the heralds then proclaimed | 
‘Karl XV. King of Norway, him and none other,’ | 
a salute thundered from the harbour, and the King 
of Norway, looking every inch a king, returned to | 
his throne. The same ceremony was repeated in 
the person of the queen; and then, after another | 
hymn and the performance of some more music, | 
the procession was formed once more, and they | 
left the cathedral as they entered.” | 
We have but a few lines left in which to | 
complete our notice of this volume by advert- 
ing to the Editor’s entertaining account of last 
year’s eclipse, witnessed from Logroiio, in Spain; 
and to add, that the last paper is a ramble in 
the Druse Country. There is no deficiency of 
variety, then, in the subject-matter of this 
annual,—for such we think it probable the 
publication may become. 














Elements of Conchology: an Introduction to the 
Natural History of Shells and of the Animals 
which form Them. By Lovell Reeve. 2 vols. 
(Reeve.) 

To a systematic conchologist on the one 

hand, and to an imaginative conchologist on 

the other, a shell suggests totally different 
trains of thought. To the former it presents 
itself as an object to be carefully described in 


Rostellaria, Pterocera and Strombus, that a great 
authority almost doubts the propriety of their 
being divided into separate genera. Suppose, 
however, a fixed name to be at last agreed upon, 
then comes the technical description of the shell, 
and Mr. Reeve pleasantly assures us that it is 
“ elongated, fusiform, slightly canaliculated at 
the base, columella straight, rather callous,” 
&c. Then its differences and affinities are to 
be detailed, and we are duly informed that it 
“presents an unexpected affinity with Struthio- 
laria, in having a large proboscidiform head 
and ample mouth without the bifurcated ten- 
tacles and divided disc, which is to be found 
in Rostellaria, Pterocera and Strombus.” A 
reader not much addicted to such lore is apt 
to become confused amongst so many strange 
terms, and to end by having a very tangled 
recollection of the true characters of Aporrhais. 
He will be apt to take up the little shell and 
say that “pelican’s-foot” is a suitable and 
convenient title, and all besides may be thrown 
into the sea. 

But if old names and similitudes were 
to be retained, what would become of sys- 
tematic conchologists? What need of new 
and elegant Elements and Manuals and Intro- 
ductions to Conchology? Let them all come 
forth, one after another, say we, replete with 
every variety of strange appellative, with 
minutest details of features and forms, and 
with anatomical descriptions of the now dis- 
lodged animals. Let collectors go forth to all 


| shores, and dredge in all seas; let dealers in 


these curious commodities lay in ample stocks; 
let purchasers regard them with weighty purses ; 
let authors write day by day, witha Latin Dic- 
tionary on one hand and a Greek Lexicon on 
the other; especially let artists delineate and 
colour, up to the very hues of Nature’s palette ; 
let names be tossed about as the shells them- 
selves once were in the waters; let us have 
column after column of odd and unpronounce- 
able titles, such as we see in the pages before 
us in abundance, and such as may be conjec- 
tured from the simple samples of Pantagruelinus, 
Pfeitferianus, plectostylus, pemphigodes, pytho- 
gaster, and quinquedentatus—not to go beyond 
our p’s and q’s. Let us, we say, have all these 
things as fast and frequent as there are authors 
to write, men to print, females to paint, and 
fortunate people to purchase. What though 
these productions are not so plain and popular 
as many might desire? What though they are 
as sealed books to the multitude? Benefits of 
various kinds result from them—paper-makers, 
printers, painters, booksellers, dealers, sailors 


sciolist ; and then you can count the -cost of 
aspiring to conchological honours. Even should

ave only mastered the species of one shell, and, 
on passing from land-snails to cockles, discover 
that your next lesson is 150 specific names of 
Cardium ; and the lesson after that, 208 specific 
distinctions of Tellina. One is almost afraid 
to bring you back to snails; but the truth is 
that there still remains to be mastered 1,44} 
specific barbarities under genus Helix ! 

y does not some clever conchologist 
attract wider attention to his science by pre- 
senting us with the broader and more imagi- 
native aspects of shells, and of the lives and 
travels of their inhabitants? The late Edward 
Forbes has bequeathed us a single passage, 
intimating what might be done by one of 
like knowledge and fancy with himself, if, 
indeed, such a man there be :— 


“The student of history follows with intense 
interest the march of a conqueror or the migrations 
of a nation. The traveller traces with almost 
breathless delight every step of the progress of 
some mighty hero of ancient days. I have had my 
share of the pleasure when tracking the course of 
Alexander and his armies in Pisidia, and deter- 
mining mile by mile the route of Manlius through 
Milyas, on ground to the modern geographer wholly 
new. Yet, absurd as it may seem to those who 
have not thought of such things before, there is a 
deeper interest in the march of a periwinkle and 
the progress of a limpet. It is easier to under- 
stand how the son of Philip made his way safely 
| through the sea on his famous march from Phaselis 
than to comprehend how the larva of a Patella 
crossed the fathomless gulf between Finmark and 
Greenland. It is a strong saying, but not without 
a meaning, that the existence of Alexander may 
have been determined by the migration of a shell- 
fish. If I am right in my interpretation of the 
reason why we find the same species of periwinkle 
in Greenland and along the coast of Labrador that 
lives now on the shores of Nordland and Finmark, 
—in the unravelling of the cause and means of its 
wanderings we acquire a clue to the origin of the 
peculiar conformation of the world as it is, and to 
the disposition of those geographical arrangements 
upon which the development of nations and cha- 
racter of men in a great measure depend.” 


Granted that this is pushing a periwinkle 
to its utmost possibilities, yet the mind that 
conceived this striking analogy could or would

severe and enervating labour of copying and 
partly concocting columns of names, which life 
is too short to commit to memory, and which 
are far too long to be even pronounced by 
any but an adept. Disbelieve it who may, 
there are 353 specific names of Trochus, and 
there will doubtless be 365 before this year is 
out; that is one a day for one shell alone. 
Disbelieve it who may, there are nearly two 





technical phraseology. This alone is a serious 
process. Its very name may be discussed 
through a couple of pages. Here is one little 
shell, for instance, like a pelican’s foot, and 
hence its usual name of Strombus Pes Pelicani. 
But this is as sure to change as the name of 
the fairest maiden. After a time we find it 
known as Aporrhais, an old Aristotelian title 
revived. There have been doubts whether it 
should not come under the generic name of 
Chenopus, and its late inhabitant’s soft parts 
are so exactly similar in character to those of 


specific names a day for Bulimus; in all, 666 
distinctive appellations for snails alone—oblong 
| and elongated snails, which are almost univer- 
sally distributed throughout the main land and 
adjacent islands of both hemispheres. Think 


of 666 land-snails, each distinguished by such 
names as we have already cited while upon our 
p’sand q’s; and think of being required at any 
moment to determine which is which, and 
whether any given Bulimus presented to you 
is Pantagruelinus, or pythogaster, or quinque- 
\dentatus, upon pain of being pronounced a 





tunnel which will prove its mansion and its 
mausoleum. There are the mysterious migra- 
tions of far travellers colonizing new shores 
and sands, the several Molluscan Provinces, 
both marine and land, and the mapping out of 
the world of waters and of solid earth in re- 
gions and by boundaries, having no respect to 
human kingdoms and empires. There are the 
remarkable laws of the distribution of shells in 
time and space, governing all their motions and 
migrations, unwritten, but ever unbroken, sub- 
jecting every one of themany millions of snails, 
limpets and periwinkles to their sway, and 
holding them by instincts more powerful than 
all the Statutes and Acts of Parliament that 
the wisdom of nations has sanctioned. There 
are the instincts of vitality, self-support and 
reproduction; the rules of testaceous construc- 
tion, according to which conchological archi- 
tecture proves, from century to century, in- 
variable and unimprovable. Men differ on 
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architectural styles, and advance or recede in 

time from early orders; but Molluscs work 

erpetually after the same pattern, never 
engthening spires, or adding whorls, or alter- 
ing prominences and projections, except in 
eases of disease and distortion. There is the 
yast variety of brilliant colours still the same, the 
same in exactest tint and shade for each kind 
of shell, although secreted and laid fathoms 
deep in sea-water, yet never weakened or 
wasted, always fast and ineffaceable, except by 
total destruction. There are the repairing and 
reconstructing energies of these testaceous 
architects,—sometimes, as in the case of all the 

Gasteropods, displaying the most curious skill 

in repairing injuries of their shells, and sin- 

gular economy in absorbing or smoothing down 
any spires or irregularities which obstruct the 
progress of their growth. Then, there are indi- 
cations of holiday-making amongst these subma- 
rine builders,—as in the instance of the borders 
or fringes, technically termed varices, which 
encircle the tube at intervals in the course of 
formation, and are supposed to mark seasons of 
rest. Superfluous room, too, is frequently found 
in these elegant constructions, for a ponderous 
and massive shell is often found to be the work 
of an animal which occupies but a very limited 
portion of his mansion. Were these and simi- 
lar topics skilfully and analogically treated, in 
combination’ with strict adherence to fact and 
science, are there not abundant materials for a 
universally acceptable volume, in which nomen- 
clature and system should play a subordinate 
part, and hues of fancy and appositeness of 
comparison win a thousand or two of readers 
amongst those to whom the most accurate sys- 
tems and nomenclatures are simply repulsive ? 

Interspersed among such pages might appear 
enlivening anecdotes attached to shells both 
small and great. Of the greatest of all shells, 
the Giant Clam would be noted for its singular 
use as an occasional receptacle for holy water. 
Who has not seen the pair of gigantic “ Béni- 
tiers,’ presented to the Venetians by Francis 
the First, and affixed now for ecclesiastic use 
in the Church of St.-Sulpice, in Paris? How 
strange their transition from a place in the 
sea to a place in the church,—from holding 
salt water to bearing holy water,—from har- 
bouring a sluggish animal among the coral 
reefs of the Indian or Pacific Oceans, to admi- 
nistering to the religious consolation of the 
most vivacious and gayest citizens in the world? 
Then, again, of the gigantic Clam, Mr. Reeve 
has a little London annotation. We can match 
the boasted pair of Bénitiers in St.-Sulpice by 
another pair at home, but alas! applied to baser 
uses. We have only to step over from our 
own office to Maiden Lane, Covent Garden, 
and gaze in at the window of an oyster-shop, 
“the favourite resort of actors and litera 
men” of our author’s acquaintance, to behol 
such a pair of Clams as should be equally 
entitled to ecclesiastical honours with those in 
8t.-Sulpice, if size be the condition of sanctity. 
“Often,” says Mr. Reeve, “when indulging in 
a luncheon of Ostrea edulis, fresh murdered, 
with the gills spread neatly round the nice 
plump visceral mass, a bonne-bouche fit for an 
emperor, have I looked upon the giant clams, 
which fill the entire background of the oyster- 
vender’s window, and longed to get a waggonand 
horses to carry them off; but Mr. Rule, like 
a true naturalist, will not be tempted to part 
with them.” 

Having arrived at the largest of shells, we 
may quit the subject, only adding, with respect 
to Mr. Reeve’s volumes, that in the light of 
systematic conchology they appear to be worthy 
ofall confidence. The illustrations form a distin- 


and the coloured plates of shells, now presented, 
are in some instances very beautiful, and in 
all attractive. It cannot, however, serve the 
interests of science to catalogue the prepos- 
terous nominations of such gentlemen as choose 
to compliment their friends by attaching their 
names to shells. What science is there in 
Lindleya Polyblankianum, or Wilkinsonwa 
Laidlawianum, and Moussonianum and Schom- 
burgkianum, or Fadyenia Bowerbankianum, 
&e. &e.? The pronunciation of such names of 
tiny shells by the side of the respectable per- 
sonages so distinguished would prove too much 
for the gravity of most persons. What say 
Messrs. Polyblank, Bowerbank, &c., to their 
honours ? 





NEW NOVELS. 

Marion Graham. By Meta Landor. (Low 
& Co.)— This book is entertaining, partly in 
itself, but chiefly in the contrast that American 
manners and conversation present to English 
habits and language. Marion, the heroine, is 
totally unlike an English young lady— indeed, 
unlike any young lady with whom we have the 
good fortune to be acquainted: She has one 
violent attachment after another, all more or less 
unfortunate. We find her, at the opening of the 
book, suffering under a severe disappointment from 
a Mr. Maynard, who has just proposed to her most 
intimate friend } and she makes her attachment so 
palpable to him, that he hints she might find con- 
solation in “the noble heart” of his bride’s brother, 
which is ‘burning all unfuelled” for her. Accord- 
ingly, Maurice Vinton, a singularly unpleasant 
individual, calls upon her, armed with German 
grammars, German dictionaries and German non- 
sense, and they study themselves into a mutual 
passion.’ She discovers he is an infidel, endea- 
vours to convert him by copious extracts from 
Carlyle, chiefly from ‘Sartor Resartus,’ which fail 
in convincing him of his errors, and which are so 
inapposite to the case, and so unintelligible in 
themselves, that we hardly see how they could 
have had any better result. The lovers part on 
the good ground of his total want of religious 
principle ; and he goes off to Jerusalem. Another 
lover—a Mr. Perley—appears; the sort of villain 
who figures in a melo-drama. He cheats Marion 
out of her fortune, and insults her so grossly that 
it seems to us totally impossible she should ever 
consent to see him again. However, she does; 
and, as usual, imagines she can convert him; and, 
this time, tries the ordinary methods, of reading 
the Bible to him and taking him to church. But 
all this is in vain with a villain who stalks about 
saying, “ Beware, proud woman! Ha! ha! ha!” 
&e., and “hisses out” profane adjurations, and 
does his best to act Lovelace and Mephistopheles 
at once. She is saved from his violence by a 
Mr. Sunderland, an excellent clergyman, whom she 
finally marries; and an hour after the wedding 
has taken place, the morbid Maurice Vinton, who 
has become a Christian in Palestine, suddenly re- 
appears. He and Marion rush into each other's 
arms, and a passionate scene of endearment takes 
place which is only interrupted by the entrance of 
the “unconscious bridegroom,” who must have 
been considerably astonished‘at what he saw, and 
at his bride’s assertion—‘‘ Mr. Sunderland, you 
have killed me; Maurice, I am his wife—pity me.” 
We own we think the husband the greater object 
of commiseration of the two; however, he goes one 
way, the lover another, and the wife a third,—and 
after some months of estrangement the married 
couple are reconciled by a female friend, Lenora. 
As all the young ladies fall in love with the wrong 
man, Lenora is devotedly attached to Mr. Sun- 
derland herself, but kindly mediates between him 
and Marion. This is a general outline of the 
story, but there are several under-plots, some of 
them rather amusing. There is a pert young 
lady, rejoicing in the name of Whipple, who 
also falls in love with Maurice Vinton, proposes 
to him, and is sternly rejected. Upon which she

and announces her marriage in that strange jargon 
which in the familiar dialogues of the tale passes 
for English. She says her lover takes “first- 
rate care” of her. ‘ Papa says he is solid and 
good. But he is all of twenty-eight years old.” 
One young lady talks ofits ‘‘ being enough to make 
old Hilary laugh to see the whole family convened 
together” ; another complains that her shoes are 
full of rocks, which conveys a painful impression of 
the size of her foot; and looking over a Dictionary, 
asks, ‘‘ What for need people use such big words ?” 
The gentle Lenora, after mentioning Mr. Perley as 
“an audaciousrascal” and “a sly scamp,” adds, “I 
should like of all things to see him knocked into 
pi,” from the use of which technical word, we infer 
that the author is a printer. We have been tempted 
to extract some of the Americanisms that struck 
us as slightly ridiculous, but we must add, that 
there are many descriptions of scenery that are 
very beautifully written ; and there is an old 
woman, called Elsie Green, tried by every variety 
of pain and suffering, which she bears with pious 
cheerfulness and unwavering faith, and which she 
expresses in the quaintest language, who is an 
admirable character in every sense of the word. 
‘Marion Graham’ is a book that we may safely 
recommend as amusing, perhaps more so to an 
English than an American reader.

Memoir of Joshua Watson. Edited by Edward 

Churton, Archdeacon of Cleveland. 2 vols. (Parker.) 
—The Church of England has never wanted staunch 
and serious laymen who have devoted their lives 
and fortunes to strengthening the hands and 
seconding the purposes of its priests. The life and 
good actions of such a man are here told,—told, 
too, in a manner which should render the book 
acceptable to thoughtful readers, be’ their creed 
what it may.—By keeping close to his purpose, 
however, or because there was comparatively little 
anecdote to be gathered, Mr. Churton has made 
his book grave, not to say dry reading; and while 
we express sincere respect and approval, we feel 
constrained to treat with it briefly by offering a 
few words merely of general character. Mr. Watson 
belonged to what may be called the High Church 
party. A great part of the duty of his life in aiding 
Inissions, promoting schemes of education, assisting 
in the wise administration of charities, was finished 
ere that reaction set in, quickened if not created by 
the exacting asceticism of the Low Church party, 
which ended in costing the Church of England some 
of its thoughtful men and accomplished scholars 
and placing them under the absolute sway of Rome. 
From first to last, Mr. Watson was liberal and free 
from rancour in dealing with those who differed 
from him, though apparently without the slightest 
wavering or mistrust in his own convictions.—His 
time was more largely spent in organizing practical 
good works than in entering the difficult and uncer- 
tain land of speculation, where firmness and humi- 
lity, patience and keen vision (a compound given 
to few), are required for him who would issue 
thence better, not worse, for the pilgrimage.—His 
clearness of mind, and accuracy in business habits, 
made Mr. Watson most valuable as a counsellor 
and assistant; and his influence on all who came 
in contact with him was enhanced by his serenity 
of temper, and by the tact and pleasantness of 
manner he brought into daily intercourse. On the 
whole, his life was as happy as it was useful. He 
may be spoken of as prosperous and beloved, no less 
than munificent and zealous—and his name will 
not fade out of the roll of those good English citizens 
whose energy, probity, and noble purpose, have 
kept this country so high among the nations of the 
earth. 
The Trail of the Serpent; or, the Secret of the 
Heath. By M.E. Braddon, Author of ‘ Garibaldi, 
and other Poems.’ (Ward & Lock.)—When—the 
other day—‘ Garibaldi’ was reviewed, doubts were 
expressed as to the sex of the writer.—N ow, leta hope 
be expressed that M. E. Braddon is not a woman. 
‘The Trail of the Serpent’ is calculated to destroy 
such favourable impressions as may have been ex- 
cited by the verses referred to,—There is an 
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is an exceedingly wicked man, and impostor to boot, 
who sets himself to thwart this love; who per- 
suades a chorus-singer to personate De Lancy, with 
a view of convincing Valerie of the dear creature’s 
infidelity ; and, by aid of a professional poisoner, 
goads the jealous woman into avenging herself. 
But nobody dies in an orderly manner. By a 
series of incidents, not unlike those pantomime 
tricks which are so thrilling at Christmas-time, 
resuscitations, reunions, metamorphoses and deli- 
verances take place, which must, in the highest 
degree, be comforting to all readers of tender 
spirits and well-directed minds.—Few tales more 
absurd in their intention to be horrible and roman- 
tic are recollected by us. M. E. Braddon may 
have tried to produce something in the style of 
M. A. Dumas, without possessing in the least that 
grasp over the reader's belief by which the French 
novelist reminds us of ‘The Ancient Mariner.’ No 
wedding-guest—let him hear “the loud bassoon ” 
ever so temptingly played—can stir so long as it 
pleases the Author of ‘ Monte Christo’ to tell a tale. 
Those who follow ‘ The Trail of the Serpent’ to its 
end will do so, we imagine, with more diversion 
than breathless interest or benumbing terror. 

Letters from Abroad, from a Physician in Search 
of Health. By William Bullar, M.D. (Van Voorst.) 
—This is one of the thousand records of travel, 
which, however agreeably written, contain little for 
the pleasure of the general reader as distinguished 
from the private friend. The tour of an invalid 
who, betwixt February and May, sought refreshment 
of health at Malta, Alexandria, Cairo, Malta 
(again), Marseilles, Cannes, Nice and its neigh- 
bourhood, Genoa, Milan, and the Italian lakes, 
could hardly afford much matter worth narrating, 
unless the eyes of the tourist were preternaturally 
keen, or else bent on some special point or pursuit. 
Neither the one nor the other appears to be Dr. 
Bullar’s case. When he is the most disposed to 
speculate, he is the least to our liking. What he 
describes are objects familiar to one-half his public, 
either from recollection or from reading. 

The White Slaves Champion ; or, Volunteer’s 
Crusade against Mammon and Despotism; and 
Songs on the March. By A Working Pilgrim. 
(Edinburgh, Nimmo.)—Mammon will not lose one 
gold coin from out his million bags,—Despotism 
will not become more considerate or acquiescent 
—by a passing smile—in consequence of this 
volunteered crusade by a Working Pilgrim. He 
has found an editor like unto himself, who, to his 
fervid poetry,—intended to strike terror into the 
hearts of bloated capitalists and wicked kings,— 
adds prose notes of a facetious irony, as likely to cure 
and to corrode as the rhymester’s dithyrambics. 

Pitman’s Popular Lecturer. Dedicated by Per- 
mission to Lord Stanley, M.P. Vol. 5. (Simpkin, 
Marshall & Co.)—In each successive volume of 
this excellent series we trace the results of its 
editor’s conscientious and intelligent efforts to 
enhance its interest and utility. He has here 
collected twenty-nine Lectures, some of them 
delivered by men distinguished in their departments, 
and all considerably above the average of what is 
read, said, and heard at Literary and Mechanics’ 
Institutes. We have once more to recommend the 
‘Popular Lecturer’ as a publication likely to benefit 
both the body of lecturers in general, and the 
audiences they undertake to instruct. 

Grundy’s ; or, Harry's First Half. By a School- 
boy. (Hardwicke.)—‘ Grundy’s,’ we are told, was 
written by the author when he was a boy of twelve. 
What induced him to print and publish such 
nonsense is to us, and to common sense, a mystery. 
Probably, his printer’s bill has by this time con- 
vinced him of his folly. Trash like ‘ Grundy’s’ 
may be full of pleasant associations to the writers 
thereof; but, sent from the publisher’s counter 
to a literary journal, it becomes a libel on the 
functions of criticism. 

The Monthly Record of Births, Deaths, Marriages, 
A to Z, for the Month ending January 7, 1867. 
By Alfred Knowles and Mrs. Janet Taylor.— 
The projectors of this serial propose to include in 
their record the births, deaths and marriages not 
only of the inhabitants of Great Britain and 
Ireland, but, as far as possible, all British subjects 
resident in our colonies and other foreign parts, 





Each number in fact is to be a comprehensive “ old 
maid’s corner.” Such an undertaking, if it is not 
allowed to become a mere field for the display of 
family vanity, may be useful to business men, and 
also in course of time serviceable to the genealogist 
and biographer. The proprietary will, however, do 
well to cautiously avoid the charge of being merely 
an advertising medium for the fabrications of 
obscure gentility. A survey of the collection of 
marriages induces us to give the above hint. 

The Sanitary Condition and Discipline of Indian 
Jails. By Joseph Ewart, M.D., Bengal Medical 
Service. With Plans. (Smith, Elder & Co.)—Instead 
of extending his labours over the pages of a thick 
octavo volume, Dr. Ewart ought to have confined 
himself to a pamphlet of modest dimensions. His 
work has referenceto the general questions of prison 
discipline, rather than to the state of our Indian 
jails, and in dealing with the various topics to which 
he wanders he uses the scissors more than the pen, 
clipping and reprinting from miscellaneous autho- 
rities, without discrimination, whatever comes to 
hand. Thus chapter 10, on the abolition of 
Tobacco from the list of prison indulgences, is 
nothing more than a one-sided résumé of the smoke 
controversy which a short time since put the 
Lancet on the drawing-room table. In like 
manner, the chapters on Respiratory Accommo- 
dation, Dietaries, Water Supply, Conservancy 
Arrangements, and Deodorizing Agents, are com- 
posed of clumsily welded extracts from sanitary 
reports and newspaper articles. Where he directs 
his attention to the condition of Indian jails the 
Doctor, though not more original, is more usefully 
employed, because the statistics relating to our 
criminal population in the East are not, as they 
ought to be, familiar to all educated people. The 
mortality of our Oriental jails is certainly a subject 
demanding grave consideration and speedy reme- 
dies. During the twenty-one years from 1833 to 
1854, the mortality per 1,000 of strength*amongst 
prisoners, amounted to 72°5 in Bengal; from which 
it appears that a period of about fourteer years 
would suffice for the complete extinction of the 
miserable wretches who suffer imprisonment in 
that Presidency. A glance at Dr. Mouat’s Reports 
discovers a startling difference in respect of health 
in different prisons. Running the eye down the 
list for 1858 we find that while at Dargeeling and 
Moorshedabad the mortality averaged only asmall 
fraction over 24 per thousand, the deaths amounted 
in Hazareebagh to 291°4 and in Akyab to 783°8. 
Such variability in the numbers of deaths would 
alone point conclusively to the existence of evils 
that could be controlled by sanitary measures. 
Foremost amongst these evils is defective respira- 
tory accommodation, arising from the over- 
crowding of jails. To put an ugly truth in plain 
terms, we persevere year after year in literally 
poisoning our Indian criminals with polluted air. 
It is still a matter of debate how many cubic feet 
of air a human creature ought, for perfect health, 
to have for his own individual enjoyment. In 
Scotch workhouses a pauper is allowed 480 cubic 
feet per bed, and this minimum is practically much 
exceeded ; in addition to which it must be remem- 
bered that the pauper’s dormitory is left vacant 
during the day. Dr. James Hutchinson, coincid- 
ing with Hennen and Tenon, thinks that the 
allowance of air in a prison should never be less 
than 800 feet per man. For hospital consumption 
the leaders of sanitary science demand 1,500 
cubic feet per bed. How the first and most 
important article of diet is meted out in Indian 
jails Dr. Ewart may be left to tell in his own 
words :—“‘ It is an indisputable fact, that the cubic 
measurement of air, per man, in Indian Prisons, is, 
as a general rule, insufficient for the prolonged 
maintenance and preservation of the health and 
lives of their inmates. On the 30th April, 1857, 
there were confined, without counting Civil prisoners, 
in 30 of the Jails of Lower Bengal, 13,937 
criminals ; but allowing 500 cubic feet of space for 
each soul, as sanctioned by the late Court of Direc- 
tors, there was accommodation for only 10,995, 
or for 2,941 fewer criminals, than were actually 
incarcerated. Inthe Patna, Dinagepore, Alipore 
and Jessore Prisons, the numbers in confinement 
were 692, 887, 1,721, and 513; but if 500 cubic 


feet had been available for each soul, there would 
have been space for only 365, 623, 1,307, and 272, 
in each jail respectively. Thus, the excess of souls 
confined in the Patna Jail amounted to 327; in 
the Dinagepore Jail, to 264; in the Alipore Jail, 
to 414; and in the Jessore Jail, to 241! At the 
period above stated, in many jails, the allowance of 
cubic space did not exceed 300 feet; in some 
it did not reach 250 feet, and in the Dar. 
geeling Jail it only amounted to 200 feet.” 
Comment on such facts is needless. 

The Popes and the Jesuits of the Present Century, 
By Dr. E. H. Michelsen. (Darton & Co.)—Start- 
ing with an attempt to disparage the historical 
claims—whether to renown or to infamy—of Igna- 
tius Loyola, Dr. Michelsen sketches in detail the 
progress of modern Jesuitism since the nominal 
dissolution of the order by Pope Clement XTV., in 
1793. His main argument, however, traces their 
movements since 1801, when they were formally 
restored and, so to speak, chartered, in Russia. 
Naples and Sicily having re-admitted them, the 
general revival of 1814 followed. The author's 
final chapter is devoted to criticisms on ‘The 
Jesuits since the Revolutions of 1848,” his con- 
clusion being, that “no nation, however great its 
political freedom,” is “safe against the intrigues 
of these monastic adventurers,”—no. constitution 
solid enough to be a safeguard against ‘‘their 
diabolical power and machinations.” 

A Middle-Class Atlas ; comprising all the Maps 
required for the Geographical Examinations in 1861, 
instituted by the University of Oxford, has been 
put forth by Mr. W. M‘Leod (Longman). It con- 
tains eight maps of convenient size, accurately 
drawn, and engraved in a superior style by Mr. E. 
Weller, and is published at a moderate price.— 
M. Havet’s Household French; being a Practical 
Introduction to the French Language (Simpkin) con- 
sists of grammatical information intermingled with 
copious exercises and conversations, and followed 
by a Vocabulary.—Another work of a similar cha- 
racter is A Practical Grammar of the German Lan- 
guage, by F. Ahn, Ph.D. (Triibner), the chief 
difference being, that the Exercises follow the 
Grammar, instead of being mixed up with it.—The 
Manual of Modern Geography; Mathematical, Phy- 
sical, and Political, by the Rev. A. Mackay (Black- 
wood), is an excellent cyclopedia of geographical 
knowledge, and may be advantageously employed 
as a book of reference, but is practically useless for 
teaching purposes from its enormous bulk. It is 
at least four times as large as it ought to have been. 
The plan upon which it is composed is good, great 
stress being laid upon physical geography, and the 
river-systems of the globe being completely deve- 
loped in a manner never before attempted. The 
arrangement is also good, but the fatal excess of 
detail spoils the -whole. We should think Mr. 
Mackay has had little, if any, experience in teaching 
boys, or he would never have thought of putting 
into their hands a book which they could not pos- 
sibly get up without neglecting every other part of 
their education.—Cicero’s Second Philippic ; with 
an Introduction and Notes: translated from the Ger- 
man of Karl Halm, edited, with Corrections and 
Additions, by J. E. B. Mayor, M.A. (Macmillan), 
is a very valuable edition, from which the student 
may gather much both in the way of information 
directly communicated and directions to other 
sources of knowledge.

THE GORILLA AND THE NEGRO. 

Prof. Owen, in his Lecture at the Royal Institu- 
tion, on Tuesday (19th of March), entered upon an 
exposition of the distinctive characters between the 
Negro (or lowest variety of Human Race) and the 

orilla, as exemplified by the skeleton and brain, 
the diagrammatic illustrations of which (reduced in 
cuts 1—4) had been exhibited at M. du Chaillus’s 
Lecture on the preceding evening. 
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Fig. 1.—Section or NrcrRo’s BRAIN. 








The osteological distinctions were those which he 

had pointed out in detail in his Lecture at the 
Royal Institution on Friday evening, February 
4th, 1859; and which received confirmatory illus- 
trations in the rich series of specimens of skulls and 
skeletons of both sexes and of different ages of the 
Gorilla, brought over by M. du Chaillu. 

The cerebral distinctions were equally striking 
and well marked. The brain of the Gorilla attain- 
ing speedily, in accordance with the law of its 
growth, the size conformable to its relations with 
the organs of sense and sensorial nerves terminating 
in it, seems then to be stricken, as it were, by 
abrogation of the power of further growth; the 
capacity of the cranium in a young animal with 
the deciduous teeth, continues to be that, or 
very nearly that, of the adult, when the 
skull has received an addition of about six times 
the amount of osseous matter so disposed as to give 
the requisite force to the jaws, and completing the 
brutish aspect of the full-grown beast. A ready 
way to obtain the capacity of the cranial cavity is 
to fill that cavity with millet-seed, to weigh the 
skull, and then deduct the weight of the empty 
skull from the filled one. The range of capacity in 
the male Gorilla was thus found to be from 17 oz. 
3 dr. to 19 oz. 5 dr.; whilst in the male Negroes’ 
skulls the range of capacity was from 38 oz. 5 dr. 
to 51 oz. 6dr. Tiedemann records an Ethiopicn 
skull with a capacity of 54 oz. 2 dr. 33 gr. troy; 
the highest capacity in an European skull being 
57 oz. 3 dr. 56 gr. troy. The weight of a Negro’s 
brain has been found to be from 3b. 1 oz. to 3 lb. 
9 oz. 4 dr. troy ; that of a full-grown male Gorilla 
may be estimated at from 10 oz. to 12 oz. troy. In 
regard to the principal parts of the brain, the dif- 
ference of size of the medulla oblongata is rather 
in favour of the Gorilla: the cerebellum of the 
Gorilla is smaller, the cerebrum is much smaller 
than in the Negro. 

The superaddition of convolutional matter to the 
cerebral hemispheres, during a prolonged period of 
growth of brain, in man, gives rise to the main dis- 
tinctions between the human and highest quadru- 
manal brains. It is seen in the greater relative 
height, breadth and length of the hemispheres, 
especially in their backward growth, whereby they 
wholly cover and pass beyond the cerebellum. 
Their convolutions are more numerous, deeper and 
more sinuous ; but in some Negroes’ brains they are 
more symmetrically distributed than in those of 
Europeans. Human anatomists have accordingly 
divided the cerebral hemispheres into ‘anterior, 
middle, and posterior” lobes ; but the best authors, 
who have taken their descriptions from nature, 
have admitted, that the ‘‘ middle lobes have no 
exact boundary behind, but pass off very gradually 
into the posterior lobes ”—(‘‘ Nervous Centres,” in 
‘Cyclopediaof Anatom. iii. p. 672); sothat Dr. Todd 
concurs with Cruvelhier in regarding ‘the division 
into middle and posterior lobes as purely conven- 
tional” in human anatomy. When, however, the 
human brain is compared with that of the ape’s, an 
intelligible definition of a posterior lobe can be given 
by its relation to the cerebellum. All that part of 
the hemisphere which covers the posterior third 
of the cerebellum, and passes beyond it, may be 
defined as a posterior or “third lobe.” It contains, 
in man, the prolongations of the lateral ventricles, 
which, “ curving backwards, outwards, and then 
inwards,” form the posterior cornua. ‘ Between 
the middle and posterior horns there is a smooth 
eminence, called eminentia collateralis, or pes hippo- 
campi minoris; the eminence continued backwards 
from the pes into the posterior horn of the ven- 
tricle is the hippocampus minor ; that which is in 
front of the pes, or eminentia collateralis, being the 
hippocampus major. Now the parts of the brain 
peculiar to man at the back parts of the hemi- 
spheres are situated behind the transverse line 
decussating the brains of the Gorilla and Negro in 
the cuts 3 and 4. (Special anatomical details of these 
several parts, in comparison with the brains of the 
Chimpanzee and Orang, were then given, and Prof, 
Owen proceeded, in conclusion, as follows :)— 

The advocate for man’s origin from a transmuted 
apé contends, that there is a greater difference of 
structure between the brains of a Gorilla and of a 








Lemur than between those of a Gorilla and of a 
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Negro; and suiting his definitions to the statement, 
he affirms that the higher apes possess the ‘‘ pos- 
terior lobe” with the “ posterior horn of the lateral 
ventricle,” and the hippocampus minor, or at least 
the “rudiments” of these parts which have been 
alleged to be peculiar to the human species. 

It is true that the higher Quadrumana have a 
more developed cerebrum than the lower kinds, 
and that in this increase there is a growth in that 
direction in which the cerebrum of man so pecu- 
liarly predominates over the brain of all other 
species. In that backward growth, as was shown by 
Schroeder van der Kolk, in 1849, may be discerned 
the base or commencement of the out-growth of 
the parts which characterize the human hemi- 
spheres, and that part which in its human develop- 
ment becomes the hippocampus minor is rightly 
named by the Dutch anatomist pes hippocampi 
minoris. But to speak of this, and of the outward 
extension of the ventricle in which it lies as the 
‘* rudiments of the posterior cornu of the ventricle 
and of the hippocampus minor,” shows a misconcep- 
tion of the term “rudiment” in philosophical ana- 
tomy. The “rudiment” of an organ is the repre- 
sentative of the totality of such organ in a germinal 
or undeveloped state,—such is the narwhal’s. tusk 
in the closed alveolus of the female, the mam- 
mary gland and appendage in the male mammal, 
the pelvis in the whale, the swim-bladder in the 
fish;—these are veritable rudiments of parts, which 
become fully developed, and with normal functions, 
in the other sex or in other animals; the swim- 
bladder becoming the lung, for example, in Batra- 
chia and higher air-breathers. 

The stunted tail of the Manx catis not a “rudi- 
ment” of that expressive appendage in our ordi- 
nary tabbies,—it is not the representative of the 
whole cat’s tail in miniature; it answers only to 
three or four of the caudal vertebree of the root, 
the rest of the tail being wanting,—and so the tail 
may truly be said to be peculiar to the normal cat 
as compared with the Manx variety. 

In like manner the pes hippocampi minoris in 
the brain of the Orang and Chimpanzee answers to 
the part so called in human anatomy, but not 
to the hippocampus minor, which, as developed 
and extended in the human brain, and as de- 
fined in human anatomy, is peculiar to man. 
So, likewise, the extension or production of 
the lateral ventricle “ backwards, outwards and 
then inwards” is peculiar to man; and the 
base or beginning of such extension in the ape’s 
brain can only be called a “ rudiment” of the pos- 
terior cornu, in the sense in which the base or 
stump of the tail in the Manx cat may be called the 
rudiment,” or representative of the fully deve- 
loped tail of the ordinary. feline, 

yith regard to the graver objection of the 
transmutationist to inferences based upon the broad 
and unmistakeable distinctions between the human 
and higher quadrumanal brains, viz., that the 
difference of size, shape and structure is still greater 
as between the Chimpanzee and lowest Quadru- 
mane,—the objection might be put even still more 
strongly by affirming that the difference is greater, 
in regard to cerebral development and structure, 
as between the Gorilla and the Opossum; and still 
more so as between the Gorilla and the Fish, than 
as between the Gorilla and the human species. 

Whatever be the true and deep significance of 
the fact, there is a gradation of cerebral develop- 
ment from the lowest to the highest vertebrate 
species; but there are interruptions in this grada- 
tion, which are greatest between the cold-blooded 
and the warm-blooded Vertebrata, and between 
the class of Birds and that of Mammals. In the 
latter class, again, there occur marked and singular 
strides, so to speak, in the development of the brain. 

The monotremes and marsupials have no con- 
necting or “‘ commissural ” mass of fibres, overarch- 
ing the lateral ventricles of the brain: such mass 
makes its appearance abruptly in the rat, shrew 
and sloth, which in other respects are nearest the 
Lyencephala, or loose-brained group. In the dis- 
cussions which followed the reading of Prof. Owen's 
Paper before the Linnean Society, in 1857, when 
the breaks in the series of perfectional steps of 
cerebral structure in the mammalian class were 
proposed as grounds for the division of the class 





into primary groups, it was objected that the 
thickening by transverse fibres at the fore part of 
the fornix in the marsupial brain was a rudiment 
of the corpus callosum, and that therefore it was 
incorrect to deny the existence of that great com- 
missure in Marsupialia, and to predicate its pre- 
sence in higher Mammalia as peculiar to, because 
fully developed in, them. In like manner the 
beginning of the extension of the hind part of the 
cerebral hemispheres over the cerebellum, with a 
concomitant beginning of an extension of the lateral 
ventricle and its internal convolution, in that direc- 
tion, as shown by Vrolik and Van der Kolk in the 
Orang’s and Chimpanzee’s brains, was adduced as 
invalidating the grounds for the definition of the 
human race by cerebral characters, as a group 
** Archencephala,” equivalent to the other mam- 
malian groups respectively characterized by cere- 
bral structures. Theseobjections were met, amongst 
other arguments, by that as to the erroneous 
application of the term ‘‘ rudiment,” &c., above 
stated. The real question being, whether the 
step in advance demonstrable in the mass and 
structure of the human brain, as contrasted 
with that of the ape’s, is not the same in kind 
and degree as that which is demonstrable 
as between the smooth brain of the rodent and of 
the marsupial. There is a gradational series of 
improving cerebral structures from the Ornitho- 
rhynchus to the Kangaroo in the Lyencephala ; but 
the interval or difference between any two steps in 
this series is very small compared with that which 
separates the highest Lyencephale from the lowest 
Lissencephale. So likewise in the quadrumanous 
series there is a succession of small steps or improve- 
ments of cerebral structures by which the compara- 
tive anatomist advances from the brain of the 
Lemur to that of the Chimpanzee and Gorilla ; but 
the interval or difference between any two steps in 
this series is truly small indeed, when compared 
with that vast cerebral expansion and development 
of new parts, such as the posterior lobes overlap- 
ping and stretching beyond the cerebellum, with 
their posterior cornua and hippocampi minores, 
which have no existence in the brains of any lower 
mammalian animal. 
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Lado, Port Kinnaird, Fiji, November 13, 1860. 

ONCE upon a time a god and a goddess, who 
rejoiced in the name of Lado, were directed to 
block up the Moturiki passage leading into this 
fine port, in order to stop the rolling surf from dis- 
turbing the nightly repose of the great Fijian 
deities. They resolutely set about it, but having, 
in common with other spiritual beings, a decided 
objection to daylight, they threw the enormous 
rocks collected for that purpose in the middle of 
Port Kinnaird, as soon as they began to “smell 
the morn;” or, according to another version, 
their noble selves became changed into rocks, as 
were the villagers in the Bohemian legend of 
Hans Heiling. The later version seems the more 
rational, for once transformed into stone they were 
unable to stir again, whilst, if they had merely 
thrown down their burden, they might have been 
made to resume their labours, like Sisyphus of old. 
However, be that as it may, the fact is, that I am 
now on the rock identified with the name of the god- 
dess, to pen a few lines to you; and I trust that, what- 
ever intentions the Fijian Olympus may formerly 
have entertained respecting the two Lados in 
general, and the one I am writing on in particular, 
they will reconsider the question, since the British 
colours wave on the summit of this islet, the rocky 
slopes have been transformed into terraces of 
flowers, and a neat European-built cottage, sur- 
rounded by a lawn of couch-grass, contains the 
archives of the British Consulate. Judging from 
the crowds of boats and canoes daily arriving 
—for every one here has either the one or the 
other—the sudden disappearance of this estab- 
lishment would be felt as a serious inconve- 
nience. The British Consul is now the sole 
authority that keeps order in Fiji, the natives 
having voluntarily made over to him the entire 
jurisdiction of the group, and found it preferable 


| to abide by his judgment rather than break their 


own heads and those of the white settlers by an ap- 
peal to the club. It was easy for them to arrive at 
this conclusion; meanwhile, the person who thug 
finds himself called upon to adjust the differences 
of a native population about twice that of New 
Zealand, and a sprinkling of white immigrants, 
amounting to about five hundred souls, some of 
whom hold queer ideas of poetical justice, has no idle 
time of it; and if Mr. Pritchard had not acquired 
a thorough mastery over the Polynesian mind b 
means of his intimate acquaintance with all their 
customs, usages and traditions, of which he skilfully 
avails himself, there would be again wars and dissen- 
sions, to the serious detriment of the native popula- 
tion. I have repeatedly listened to the proceedings 
in court, and been struck with the logical acuteness 
of the natives. Their mind is indeed of a much 
superior order to that of most savages; and their 
discussions are as much above those of the Maoris, 
now teeming in the New Zealand newspapers, as 
the talk of men is to the prattle of children. 

The Fijians are not so prepossessing in appear- 
ance as those lazy and handsome fellows, the 
Tonga men, who flock over here in great shoals; 
but whilst the Tonguese lose, the Fijians gain by 
a closer acquaintance. There is a manliness about 
them that is extremely winning. Their language, 
so far as euphony goes, yields to none I have heard 
in any quarter of the globe, and to my ear it sounds 
as pleasing as Spanish or Italian. They are cer- 
tainly not an idle people, and though not working 
like our own labourers, from six to six, they 
are great cultivators of the soil, skilful fishermen, 
and able builders and managers of canoes. Far 
from living under an absolute despotism, as is erto- 
neously supposed, all the different States of which 
Fiji is composed have institutions hallowed by age 
and tradition, fundamentally almost identical with 
those cherished by the most advanced nations, 
The real power of the State resides in the land- 
holders or gentry, who, at the death of aruler, proceed 
to elect a new one in his stead from amongst the 
members of the Royal family. Generally the son, 
but not unfrequently the brother, or even a more 
distant relation of the deceased, is elevated to the 
chieftainship, and loyally supported in his dignity 
as long as he carries out the policy of those who 
have set him up. If this ‘‘ House of Commons,” as 
by a stretch of language it may be called, finds its 
wishes and aims disregarded, the members avail 
themselves of the privilege of refusing supplies, 
which, in the total absence of money, consist in 
yams, taro, pigs, fowls, native cloth, canoes (the 
naval estimates!) and all the other requirements 
of a great Fijian establishment. The intractable 
chief who has attempted to play the despot is thus 
generally brought to a proper sense of his con- 
dition. Of course, chiefs who, by strong family 
connexions, can afford to set the ‘‘ Commons” at 
defiance, will occasionally do so, Then new expe- 
dients have to be resorted to, and the trial of 
strength which follows provides one of the ele- 
ments of political activity. Europeans might fancy 
that a barbarous people would readily adopt the 
more simple process of getting rid of an intractable 
chief by knocking him on the head ; and certainly 
that would be the solution adopted if usage had 
not provided a law for his protection, according to 
which he cannot be killed by any one inferior to 
him in birth, We have here the English law 
that a Peer cannot be tried except by his own 
peers, in its rudest embryonic form. It would be 
‘‘taboo” for any commoner or serf to lay violent 
hands ona chief; and however obnoxious he might 
have been to the community, the taboo-breaker 
would not go unpunished. Outsiders might sup- 
pose that amongst a people destitute of all written 
law much confusion existed in regard to the appli- 
cation of this peculiar code of polity and customs. 
Never would a greater mistake be committed. 
All their usages are as firmly established, and a8 
strictly adhered to, both in letter and spirit, as if 
they had been engraven on tablets of stone. The 
early white settlers soon found this out, and often 
owed the preservation of their lives to a thorough 
knowledge of this system. Thus, an Englishman, 
of the name of Pickering, once fell into the hands 
of a hostile tribe long on the look-out for his body. 





He soon became aware that they were making 
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arations for a cannibal feast, of which he was 
to be the principal dish, though these preparations 
would not have been noticed by any one less versed 
in their peculiar customs. He knew that before 
they proceeded to kill him a bowl of kava would 
have to be made, that a prayer would have to be 
said over the beverage when ready, and that the per- 
gon saying the prayer could not be the one eaten. 
Pretending utter unconsciousness of what was 
going on around him, he eagerly watched the 
moment when the preparation of the kava was 
advanced to the stage at which the prayer had to 
be said, and suddenly, to the utter dismay of his 
enemies, he pronounced the well-known formula. 
No one would now have dared to take his life, 
and he had the keen satisfaction of partaking of 
the refreshments provided for his own funeral. 
Another old settler, American by birth, had also 
the misfortune of being an object of hatred toa 
tribe opposed to, and at war with, the chief under 
whom he lived; and, as ill-luck would have it, he 
met a strong party of his enemies making straight- 
way for his boat. They were about to open fire 
upon him, when, with a coolness deserving all 
praise, he exclaimed :— Don't shoot! I am a 
herald of peace, charged with carrying the token 
of surrender to your chief, and put a stop to fur- 
ther hostilities.” The stratagem succeeded, and 
the self-styled herald effected his escape. 

The Fijians early discovered the advantage of 
possessing diplomatic agents. The whole group 
consists of different States, all of which unhesitat- 
ingly admit the social supremacy of the people of 
Bau, and most of them, sometimes in a round- 
about way, their political supremacy also, by 
paying a direct tribute to Bau, the capital, or an 
indirect one through other tributaries. Each of 
these states or principalities has its ambassador to 
Bau (Mataki Bau), who, however, does not con- 
stantly reside in the capital, but only when there 
is any business to transact, which may occasionally 
last several weeks or months. Onarriving at Bau, 
he takes up his abode at the house of the Bauan 
“Minister,” if he may be called so, charged with 
the affairs of the district from which he comes as 
ambassador, and he is by his host introduced to 
the King of Fiji. When Bau has any business 
to transact abroad, the ambassador selected is 
invariably the minister of the affairs of the district 
to which he is sent, and his place at the capital is 
temporarily filled by a relative. The office of these 
diplomatic agents is hereditary in certain families, 
and they are appointed by the ruling chiefs. Title 
and office are quite as much valued as they are in 
Europe by ourselves. 

The Fijian religion has some sound fundamental 
ideas, though much incumbered by a fanciful 
superstructure. The belief in a supreme God, 
termed Degei, and to whom is attributed the 
creation and government of the world, an existence 
hereafter, and future reward and punishment are 
amongst the leading features. No images of 
Degei are made, nor are there any idols. The 
temples, presenting a pyramidal form, are free 
from any decoration. The nether world, to which 
the souls journey after death, is under the water, 
and known as Naicobocobo. The manly nature of 
the Fijian is nowhere better displayed than in the 
conception of his future abode. He does not 
expect to exist there in indolent ease, reclining on 
soft couches, and sipping nectar handed by lovely 
houries, but hopes to resume all the out-door 
exercises to which he has been habituated during 
his stay on earth. Food will be plentiful, it is true, 
but there will be lots of canoes, plenty of sailing, 
fishing and sporting, plenty of action. The 
point of departure to this abode of bliss is 
supposed to be the extreme western or lee side 
of Vanua Levu ; and it is not a little singular that 
the Fijians agree with the Tahitians, Samoans, 
Tonguese and Maoris, in fixing this starting-place 
invariably on that side of their respective coungries. 
The ancient Egyptians, it will be remembertd, 
coincided with them in supposing their souls to 
depart westwards. But I must not accumulate 
coincidences. Those theory-spinners, who are 
always on the look-out for traces of the lost tribes 
and similar losses that give them uneasiness, might 
propound an hypothesis purporting to account for 





the westward movement common to the souls of 
the ancient Egyptians and the modern Polynesians, 
and, taking a hint from the incidental observation, 
that Fijian temples have somewhat the shape of 
pyramids, and that ‘‘Zali” in Egyptian means “‘ to 
rejoice,” and that ‘‘ Lali” in Fijian is the name of 
a drum beaten when people do rejoice, advance 
conclusions of a startling description. 

What Humboldt pointed out as one of the 
characteristics of all religions is not wanting in that 
of Fiji. There is a tradition of a flood. Degei, 
the supreme god, had a monstrous bird, whose 
office it was to rouse him in the morning by cooing. 
Two youths, ignorant of the nature of the bird, 
caused its death by aiming arrows at it. Too late, 
they discovered the crime of which they had become 
guilty, and, to conceal it, they buried the corpse. 
Degei, finding his faithful bird absent from his 
post, anxiously despatched messengers all over the 
land, who ultimately traced the fate of the missing 
bird. The two youths, dreading the punishment 
in store for them, fled to the mountains, and in- 
duced a tribe of carpenters to build a strong fence 
for their protection. They little knew the powers 
they had attempted to baulk. Degei, unable to 
overcome the obstacle presented by the fence, 
caused a great flood to rise, which ultimately 
reached the place of retreat, and compelled the two 
youths and their abettors to save their lives by 
embarking in large bowls that happened to be at 
hand. When the waters subsided, they alighted 
at Suva and Navua in Viti Levu, and it is from 
them that the present numerous race of carpenters 
and canoe-builders claims to be descended. Those 
who make a philosophical digest of such myths as 
these, will at once perceive the points of resemblance 
it exhibits with the Mosaic narrative:—the anger 
of the Supreme God has been roused by certain 
transgressions, as a punishment for which a flood 
rises, and it is only by embarking—not in ordinary 
vessels—that certain people save their lives, after- 
wards to become the progenitors of a powerful 
race. 

As the Fijians believe in the creation, so they 
believe in the ultimate destruction, of the world. 
This appears incidentally from their tradition of 
the Daiga,—a species of Amorphophallus, the foliage 
of which consists of a single leaf, supported on a 
stalk 2 to 4 feet long, and spreading out somewhat 
like an umbrella. In the cosmogony of the 
Samoans, the office of having, by means of its 
singular foliage, pushed up the heavens when they 
emerged from chaos, is assigned to this plant, and 
the Fijians recommend it as a safe place of refuge 
when the end of the world approaches, the Daiga 
being a ‘‘ Vasw” to heaven (Vasu ki lagi). A Vasu, 
it should be added in explanation, is, according to 
a widely-spread Polynesian custom, a nephew who 
holds the movable property of his mother’s brothers 
at his absolute disposal, having the power to do 
whatever he pleases with it; some Vasus even go 
so far as to sell the lands belonging to their uncles, 
but that is not generally the case. A Vasu to 
heaven—a personage who can do in heaven what- 
ever he chooses—is the climax of the whole 
system, cleverly employed in the charming Fijian 
story of the Princess Vilivilitabua. 

No one can be long in this region of “ taboo” 
and “tatoo” without perceiving what rich stores of 
human fancy and ideas, shortly to be lost or 
mutilated for ever, are here offered. Attention is 
constantly directed to them, and you have as little 
chance of remaining ignorant of the great deeds of 
Degei, Rokoua and the Vasu ki lagi, as you have 
in the East of the stories of successful magicians, 
spell-bound princesses and mighty treasures con- 
cealed in obscure caverns. In the Namosi district 
of Viti Levu I could hardly turn without hearing 
of the doings of the Veli. My curiosity was at 
last so much excited that I determined, come what 
might, to write their natural history. By inquiry 
and repeated cross-examination, I found the Veli 
to be a class of spirits in figure approaching the 
German gnome, in habits of life the fairy of Eng- 
land. They are believed to have been in the 
country from time immemorial, and to live in 
hollow Kowrie-pines and Kabea trees. They are 
of diminutive size, and rather unproportionally 
large about the upper part of their body. Their 





hair is thick, and prolonged behind into a aes 
tail. Some have wings, others have not. eir 
complexion rather resembles that of the white race 
than that of the Fijians. They have great and 
petty chiefs; are polygamists, and bear names like 
the Fijians. They also resemble the latter in 
wearing native cloth or tapa, which, however, is 
much finer and whiter than the ordinary sort. 
They are friendly disposed, and possess no other 
bad quality than that of stealing iron tools from 
the natives. They sing sweetly, and occasionally 
gratify the Fijians by chanting a song. They feed 
on the fruit of the tankua and the boia, which 
they emphatically term their cocoa-nut and their 
plantain, and men who have been imprudent 
enough to cut down any of these plants have 
received a sound beating from the enraged Veli. 
They drink kava made not of the cultivated 
Piper methysticum, but of a pepper growing 
wild in the woods, and vernacularly termed 
“* Yagoyagona.” The Fijians have no long stories 
about them, as they have of their gods. All the 
accounts of the Veli relate to isolated facts,—to 
their abode, their having been seen, heard to sing, 
caught in a theft, or found to beat the destroyers 
of their peculiar trees; but they are so numerous 
that it is no wonder the Fijians should consider the 
evidence sufficient to establish their real existence. 
But I must conclude, for fear that my communi- 
cation may prove too lengthy for insertion, or that 
I may be served as Dr. Brower, the American 
Vice-Consul here, served a man residing on his 
estate at Wakaya, who nightly would persist in 
attracting all the boys of the neighbourhood by 
telling stories, and inflaming their youthful imagina- 
tion to such an extent, that not one of them would 
stir abroad for fear of meeting some of the mighty 
personages to whom he had been introduced. Dr. 
Brower, not liking the whole troop to sleep on his 
premises, hit upon the expedient of requesting the 
story-teller to accompany every one of those he 
had frightened to his respective home, and as the 
youthful listeners lived in every direction of the 
compass, it takes him a good time to comply with 
the request; still, it does not prevent him from 
again and again indulging in his old weakness of 
telling fairy and ghost stories.

The worst of a sea voyage is that you may 
never get to the end of it. ‘Iam so fond of 
the sea—when I am on shore,” said a poetical 
beauty, stating a common truth with uncon- 
scious wit. ‘To be in a ship,” said Johnson, 
“is to be in a prison with the chance of being 
drowned.” But suppose the peril of going down 
to the sea in ships were taken away, as in the 
progress of science seems likely enough. Mr. 
Charles Lungley, shipbuilder, Deptford, working 
on the ideas of Charles Wye Williams, has produced 
the model of a ship, which you may set on fire, 
dash against rocks, stave in, and tear to pieces, 
but which, it is asserted, you cannot sink. His 
plan consists in dividing the lower part of the 
ship, or vessel, into two or more closed water-tight 
compartments, and in affording access to these 
compartments for the introduction of cargo or 
stores by means of water-tight trunks or passages, 
led up from them to such a height that their upper 
or open ends shall never, in any practicable posi- 
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Sition of the ship, be brought quite down to the 
level of the water. Compartments thus formed 

be used as ordinary cargo spaces, store-rooms, 
chain lockers, or for any other like purposes, and 
may be ventilated by suitable trunks or tubes, 
always providing that all trunks or tubes of every 
kind which enter them shall be made water-tight, 
and shall rise to the height before mentioned, in 
order that, if by any mischance either compart- 
ment should be broken imto, and the sea be ad- 
mitted to it, the water should have no means of 
escaping therefrom into any other part of the ship. 
The details vary with the class of vessel, but the 
principle is the same in all. Sir John Pakington 
e a very favourable opinion of the value of 
Mr. Lungley’s labours.

On the subject of a mistake, first made, it would 
seem, by Dr. Forbes Winslow in his book on ‘Phy- 
‘sic and Physicians,’ and copied by Mr. Jeaffreson 
into his recent ‘Book about Doctors,’ we are re- 
quested to publish the following communication :— 

“ March 14, 1861. 

“T beg a small space in your columns, as one of 
the best channels of information in science and 
fiterature, regarding a statement in a recent pub- 
lication, which would, with some, unjustly affect 
the character of a distinguished man. In this 
work, entitled ‘A Book about Doctors,’ a story is 
told of a young Scotchman, named Matthew 
Baillie, afterwards high in his profession, who, 
being rejected in an examination by the authori- 
ties of the Royal College of Physicians, endea- 
voured to fight a duel with one of the censors, and 
was referred by him for this purpose to Sir Hans 
Sleane, at that time the President of the College. 
‘This account, of course, relates to my father, Dr. 
Matthew Baillie, the nephew of William and John 
Hunter, and the author of the important work on 
Morbid Anatomy ; but it is totally incorrect. In 
vegard to him, dates render the matter impossible ; 
for he was born in 1761, and Sir Hans Sloane died 
in 1753. The story is, in all its parts, entirely 
‘without foundation at any period respecting the 
eminent physician in question, as the annals of 
the College, carefully inspected, demonstrate. The 
rejection of an individual of some subsequent note, 
i seems, did take place under the Presidency of

| ing met with an officer desirous of doing the same, 
| we have organized a small expedition for the pur- 
| pose. Our intention is to go up the Yangtse River 
| with the Naval Squadron, which will leave this in 
about ten days, as far as the smallest gun-boats can 
| get, and thence to proceed by land out of China 
| Proper, across the mountains into Tibet, possibly 
by the back route of Abbé Huc to Lassa. From 
this we shall enter quite new ground; and if we 
can get along the north side of the Himalayas, and 
cross about the Sources of the Ganges, Burma- 
pootra, Indus, Jumna and Sutlej, coming out near 
Simla, we shall be the first white men to have 
done so. Our party will be composed of a Dr. 
Barton, of this place, and a semi-Russian inter- 
preter, besides our two selves, and probably half-a- 
dozen Punjaub soldiers, which we shall take from 
| one of the Indian regiments here. The expedition 
is entirely of a private nature ; but Sir Hope Grant, 
the Commander-in-Chief, is so impressed with the 
public importance of it, that he has given us leave 
of absence, limited only by the time it takes to 
perform the journey. Major Sard goes specially 
for hunting purposes, but together in hope to be 
able to do a good deal in the zoological way. I 
take the requisite instruments for geographical 
determinations, and hope to be able to furnish 
satisfactory information on that head. Although 
we are none of us professed botanists or geologists, 
the Doctor intends to collect in the former way; 
and by means of judiciously-selected specimens of 
rocks, when we can obtain carriage, I think the 
geological features of the country can be roughly 
determined. Magnetic instruments I have none, 
and can hear of none out here in the ships. By 
many here this is looked upon as a mad trip, but 
I am not inclined to regard it in that light at all; 
for I think, with firmness and determination, we 
shall be able to surmount both the Chinese diffi- 
culties and those due to the nature of the country, 
and, if all goes right, may cross the Himalayas 
next September or October, and I may possibly be 
in England in 1861; and I will close by saying, 
that my present intention is of proceeding from 
Yangtse to the Indus. You are perfectly at liberty 
to make use of this letter in any way you may 
think proper; and I should be glad if a notice 
appeared in the A thenceum of our intended journey, 
as it would inform all those scientific and other 
friends whom [ have not time to write to.

The first volume of the catalogue of the library 
and collection of maps of the late D. Karl Ritter 








has just appeared. It confirms the opinion, that 
in the branches of history and geography this col. 
lection has no equal in Germany. It is no credit 
to the Prussian Government that it allows such 
treasure to pass out of the country. Prussian 
official papers pronounce their regret at this 
fact. The immense cost of the army is the excuse, 
Fine excuse for not purchasing a library, the 
expenses of which would be like the smallest 
atom, compared to the millions which an army 
swallowed and is swallowing, which for forty-sevey 
years has had no occasion to draw the sword out 
of its sheath, except against its own citizens ip 
1848. 

Another important library will be soon disposed 
of at Leipzig,—it is that of the late Rector of the 
Thomaschool, Prof. Dr. G. Stallbaum,‘and is famoug 
for the almost complete collection of Platonica 
which it contains. 

A Committee has formed at Dresden, for the 
foundation of a Rietschel Museum, a coun’ 

to the Schwanthaler Museum at Munich and the 
Thorwaldsen Museum at Copenhagen. It is to 
contain the casts of the most important works, if 
possible, of all the works of the artist, who ig 
lately deceased. 

The erection of a statue, at Berlin, to the 
memory of Prince Hardenberg, to be carried out 
at Government cost, has been resolved upon by 
the King. 

The Director of the Observatory at Marseilles 
announces the discovery of a new planetoid by 
one of its pupils, M. Tempel. It is the 
fourth in the group between Mars and Jupiter, 
and has received the name of Angelina. 

M. Tempel has added to his discovery that of 
the sixty-fifth planetoid. 

The Royal Belgian Academy (Classe des Lettres) 
is going to publish all works of importance which 
have been written in Belgium, in the French lan- 
guage, from the thirteenth century to Margaretha 
of Austria.

INSTITUTION OF FINE ARTS. 


Ir is wonderful where all the bad pictures come 
from which supply the sad staple of these minor 
Exhibitions; year by year the Portland Gallery, 
the British Artists, and two or three more, 
have hung upon their walls hundreds of pictures- 
—say one thousand works annually, and that is 
not an excessive number—all are new: the thou- 
sand of this year replaces those of last; out of the 
thousand, not fifty are worth looking at ; not thirty 
are more than tolerable; twenty may be good of a 
sort. Next to the problem of where these all come- 
from, that most difficult of solution is where they 
all go to. The destruction of a picture, except by 
fire, is quite a rare occurrence, and we cannot sup- 
pose for a moment that a large per-centage is lost 
in that way. On the whole, probably, (without 
portraits) not less than three thousand works of 
pictorial Art of one kind and another are produced 
annually in London alone, so that without reck- 
oning those of provincial manufacture or imper- 
tations, —which last are by no means inconsiderable- 
in number,—the multitude is enormous; and we 
may well wonder where the bad ones come from 
and where are their graves. 

The Portland Gallery is a living grave, so to 


speak :—one before picture after picture that. 
evinces not the slightest feeling of a “call” for 


Art on the part of the person whose name it repre- 
sents in the Catalogue ; many of the painters have 
not even been at the pains to acquire a tolerable- 
knowledge of the means of representation; the pro- 
ductions of others are so meaningless that exeeu-

To notice a few of the least bad is all we can 


do. Mr. P. H. Calderon has produced pictures 
of merit much beyond that now here, The Morning 
of the Resurrection (49),—Mary announcing the 
event to John. The design and action are good, 
but the colour is inharmonious and hard, without 
strength. The expression is somewhat vulgarized, 
that of John almost theatrical—Mr. V. Boutellier 
has a name we are unfamiliar with, but the world 
will not be so long if he will but devote the skill he 
has command of to more cheerful themes than that 
of “ Here Lies” (70), a widow and daughter visiting 
the grave of a dear departed. The colour is soft, 
broad, and congenial with the subject and twilight. 
—A Child Threading Beads (67), an interior, illus- 
trates the painter’s power and shortcomings per- 
fectly ; the tone is strong, faithful and character- 
istic ; expression excellent, but the busy young one is 
sadly unbeautiful.—Mr. H. 8. Marks will not add to 
his peculiar reputation by Elbow, a simple Constable, 
‘Measure for Measure’ (78), a well-studied figure 
of an oldish man in costume; the expression is cha- 
vacteristic, and we cannot but rejoice to see that 
the red nose from which this painter was said to 
draw his inspiration—so constantly has he re- 
peated it—is evidently discarded by him now.— 
An old man in his study with two daunted and 
silent children warming themselves at the stove, 
is a cleverly-treated sketch, styled Quiet (396), by 
this artist.—Mr. C. Rossiter’s Navigators (93),— 
three boys sailing a toy boat,—despite its thin and 
weak execution, has some character and action to 
admire.—Beauty is much wanted in Trifling (327), 
where an ugly couple of lovers of uncertain age are 
blowing a dandelion’s tuft of fleecy seeds. 

Mr. R. S. Lauder’s Elaine tracing Sir Lance- 
lot's History on his Shield (858) is a tawdry mass 
of colour upon a commonplace design. A Page of 
the Fourteenth Century (476), by the same, has a 
certain characteristic force, due considerably to the 
intense ugliness of the model chosen, and a swollen 
eye the artist has depicted with much success. 
The costume and accessories are executed with a 
breadth and power of treatment which make us 
marvel at the coarseness of the features of the 
young man in medieval costume supplying the 
title.—The First Drinking-Fountain (103), by Mr. 
W. A. Atkinson, showing a knot of thirsty folks 
assembled at a street corner, is coarse, heavy 
and ugly to excess. — A Tough Subject (136), by 
F. Smallfield, has humour and skilful painting, 
though not so much as we have before seen from 
this artist. It represents a naughty boy, who, 
locked up, has trampled his lesson-book under foot, 
and seems anything but subdued by the entry of 
his supper—bread and water. An Etching (249), 
—illustrating Hood’s ‘Hero and Leander,’ shows 
the latter bending over her lover, about to plunge, 
—has cleverly expressed effect of night and sea. 
Also by the same is The Pleasant Time of Day 
(262)—two rustic lovers at a stile, in twilight,—is 
excellently done and truthful in effect.—Rosalind 
{94), by Mrs. F. Yeames, evidently painted in the 
odour of Pre-Raphaelitism, with a motionless ex- 
pression—is a young female, in a red dress, hold- 
ing anilluminated book. There is much force and 
good feeling for colour in this work.—Hours of 
&dleness (147),—alandscape, with dancing figures, by 
Mr. J. Bell,—is solid in execution, but lacks colour 
and true finish. An illustration of Mr. Tenny- 
son’s ‘St. Agnes,’ by Mr. E. W. Russell (162), 
representing a factitious moonlight effect, with a 
lady holding a candle, needs dignity, beauty and a 
candlestick. Force of handling makes this work 
effective.—A study of a fisherman’s head, styled 
Old Salt (253), by Mr. T. Morten, is one of the 
few sound artistic works in the Gallery; evincing 
knowledge of character, drawing and colour.— 
Another well-studied little work is No. 267, by 
Mr. Arthur B. Houghton,—twilight in a garden, 
parents playing with their children, and children 
at hide-and-seek. A free vigour of execution, much 
truth of chiar-oscuro and good tone mark this 
pretty picture.— Halcyon Days (392), by the same, 
by no means equals the last; a coarse, ugly youth 
decorates a girl’s head with flowers; the flesh 
has the texture of floor-cloth, and despite a certain 
cleverness, the whole is vulgar.—Mr. W. Gale’s 


pure and forceful in colour, and, so surrounded, 
looks a gem.—A Bachelor independent of the Latch- 
Key (492), being a cat at a broken pane, is a well- 
painted animal, by Mr. L. Smythe.— Granny (552), 
by Mr. W. M. Wyllie, has a coarse vigour about 
it that should be cultivated to some refinement. A 
boy lays his head caressingly on the knee of an old 
woman. The cottage interior is well done in the 
qualities of tone, and, to some extent, colour.—A 
Veteran of the Peninsula (286), by Mr. F. Page, 
has character.—Mr. C. J. Lewis’s picture (123) 
of a little girl—grotesque and bizarre-looking as the 
battered doll she carries amongst a lapfull of 
flowers,—is cleverly absurd, but not more than that. 
—Mr. Hayllar does himself injustice by a merely 
dashing style he adopts. There is caricatured 
character in Jn Harness (351), an old fellow turn- 
ing a mangle while his wife rolls up ‘‘ the things” ; 
but the colour is feverish without power, the han- 
dling thin, but not clear, and the drawing very 
careless. 

Among the landscapes, Mr. R. Collinson’s The 
Last Leaves of Autumn (246), deserves prominence. 
A maze of bare branches against a brassy-tinted 
sky of autumn, and cold, grey evening clouds 
above ; of the “last leaves ” some boys are making 
a bonfire, the smoke of which aids the colour of a 
forceful study.—Linton Hall, North Devon (264) 
is pleasantly but rather opaquely painted.—Three 
other works by this painter merit attention.—There 
are several of Mr. G. Pettitt’s machine-made but 
effective productions here; his range of expressive- 
ness is evidently narrowing, as is ever the result of 
such a system of working as his.—Mr. H. B. 
Gray’s Decline of a Summer's Day—Scene in Surrey 
(34), beyond other works here by the same, will be 
worth looking at, if only to see how nearly he 
misses being a good painter; with feeling, power, 
and good eyesight, his pictures are hard, painfully 
cold, and need atmosphere.—There is more force 
in Hampstead Heath (40), by Mr. F. Williamson, 
a sketch showing appreciation for tone, and only a 
trifle more dingy than the subject requires.—Steep- 
hill Cove, Ventnor (62), a coast sketch, has more 
force than colour, but looks fresh from the crisp 
dash of the waves on low rocks.—There is bright- 
ness and power in The Outskirts of the Wood (64), 
Mr. F. H. Huntington ; a gigantic beech growing 
by a brook side, with meadow land in sunlight 
beyond it.—Holy Island, Roads of Lambash, Arran 
(29), by Mr. E. Hayes, has motion well expressed 
in the waves. We must say this artist’s pictures 
are very much alike. He improves in solidity, and 
that promises more advancement.— Fishing Boats 
off Hastings (66), by Mr. Alfred W. Williams, 
has the sea well rendered.—Mr. Thorpe, in his 
Prawning, and Breezy (116, 126), surpasses either 
of the last.—A Bright, Autumnal Day on Paul's 
Cray Common (306), Mr. W.S. Rose,—the skirt of 
a wood,—is painted with feeling and power, though 
thin in handling.—A View of Dover from the French 
Coast (354) has more pretension than any work 
here, and, at least, the merit of recognizing a mar- 
vellously beautiful phase of nature, notwithstanding 
a certain paintiness and opacity of colour,—for the 
painter appears to think he gets force and even 
brilliancy by a loaded brush; his dexterity must 
be admired that has so nearly done what is meant 
to be done. The artist (Mr. H. W. B. Davis) has 
not, however, considered his effect as a whole,— 
for example, in an atmosphere full of opalescent 
mist, but otherwise bright, is a rainbow that is 
sharp and brilliant as fire. The finish throughout 
is more apparent than thoughtful and real. More 
care and less pigment may bring this artist to better 
practice.—The same, generally, may be said of his 
other work, No. 511.—Mr. H. Moore promised to 
be a good landscape artist, but his later works are 
not a fulfilment. Going to Pasture (362) is infamous, 
ragged and careless.— Vesuvius—Sunset (404), Mr. 
J.H. Bland, twilight, a cloud of steam from the 
summit, and the calm, indigo-tinted sea and deep- 
ening sky are well rendered.— Early to Bed (112), 
poultry roosting, Mr. W. J. Webbe, is capital.— 
Nos. 290 ard 564,— A South Wall, and Near 
Herne, Kent, studies of fruit, by Mr. A. Finlayson, 
—are admirably painted for rich colour and truth 
of handling.

FRENCH EXHIBITION. 


ABSOLUTELY without an historical picture on its 
walls, and, therefore, relying entirely for its interest 
with the public upon genre and landscape subjects, 
the present display is beyond. question more 
excellent than most of its seven predecessors. No 
sensation like that made by Mdlle. R. Bonheur’s 
great picture, or by those of MM. Meissonier, Leys 
or Gérome will be felt this year. The first artist has 
only three comparatively small pictures; the second, 
one, larger than usual, but less complete; the third, 
none; the fourth, four small and not important 
works. It is upon M. Edouard Frere that the 
honour of sustaining the wonted character of this 
Exhibition nowrests,—we hope to show that he does 
so worthily. A small picture by Decamps suggests 
how much more we require of that great dead 
artist's works. The same may be said for M, 
Heébert’s one study. M. Lambinet is as charming 
as ever with his English-looking scenery. M. 
Meissonier’s pupil, M. Ruiperez, falls scarcely 
short of his master in some respects, and fairly 
transcends him in others. Two fine landscapes by 
M. Troyon will delight the spectator by their 
sobriety of tone. A pretty picture by M. Florent 
Willems and certain coast-pieces by M. Ziem 
conclude the list of leading works. 

M. Edouard Frere has four pictures: The 
Young Mother (No. 52), and Feeding the Baby (51), 
an infant placed horizontally on a little girl’s knees 
is fed by a spoon while a boy of five standing by, 
forgetting his own experience of deglutition in that 
position, stares not without apprehension of the 
process. The expressions are charmingly naive, 
and the colour is good. High in merit and 
attractive in subject are this artist’s two pictures of 
the Alpha and Omega of human life, first and 
second childhood, both infinitely pathetic, with that 
true feeling and melancholy thought which mark 
the works of most earnest men. Nos. 49 and 50, 
Infant School at Dieppe, and Asylum for Old 
People at Ecouen, have for their motives the con- 
trasted poles of human existence. The first is a 
dame school, with the fair-cheeked urchins getting 
a respite from work, while a stupid or idle comrade 
is coached through his lesson by the instrnctress; 
the very back of him looks doltish as he stands 
before the table whereon lies the book, over whose 
page the teacher’s skinny finger is tracing the task; 
by the side of it significantly lies the rod. The 
scene is a room upstairs in a house in the dingy 
street of a provincial town; a bird-cage hangs by 
the window; out of the last a fair little girl is 
timidly peering, half furtively; a stouter comrade 
looks at the tricks of three more, near the centre 
of the picture; on the dame’s lap is a hulking 
boy struggling to get away,—behind, one dozing, 
—eight or nine more have brought out their 
toys and sweets in high conclave. It is out of 
the question to attempt to describe the inde- 
finable air of infant life observable in all these 
figures. They are charming as children, and (this 
marks the artist’s just insight) as diverse in mind, 
action and body as are adults. Common painters, 
and with us many that are considered very uncom- 
mon painters, do not see the folly of using the 
same infant model more than once in one picture; 
laziness induces the practice, which the want of 
self-respect and true love of Art permits, and many 
an English picture of note has in it the model in 
more than one attitude: a pitiful fallacy. Tum 
to the other picture,—leap from the gate of infancy 
to the gate of the grave. Here is a bareroom, fur- 
nished only with a stove, whose black pipe traverses 
the wall, a water-cistern and basin beneath, and 4 
statue of the Virgin, with two candles before it, 
whose light has gone out. The inmates are a set of 
aged men and women, who have been received that 
they may rest at the end of their long journey, be 
nursed, and warmed, and fed, until their time shall 
come. At Ecouen,as in other towns in France, is al 
asylum for such, whereto any inhabitant may go; 
it is supported partly by the municipality, partly 
by its own estates, attended by the devoted ser- 
vants of charitableness ; one of these enters hastily 
here with some warm nourishment for an inmate 
of the apartment. All are waiting death. A painful

hardy frames have done a share of the world’s 
Jabour, and this is the final doze before their long 
rest. The painter wrought both these works in 
the places represented ; one of the women died while 
he studied for the last. 

Thus life comes and goes. M. Meissonier’s work 
shows a scene, in another sphere, of the interval. 
In Confidence (92) displays two men seated at 
dessert, one of whom, reading from a letter, con- 
fides an important matter to his comrade, who leans 
pack at ease. The reader touches the listener's 
elbow. The colour is, in general, hard and bricky; 
the finish photographically complete, especially in 
delicacy of drawing; one of the heads much too 
large. The fruit on the table is deliciously tinted. 
—M. Ruiperez’ Soldiers Playing at Cards (106) is 
a canteen, with soldiers in Louis the Fourteenth 
dresses,—one abstractedly hesitates to play, his 
antagonist eagerly watching ; a comrade discourses 
upon the game to a fourth man: the expressions 
and drawing are admirable ; the colour, from the pre- 
dominating blue, heavy and cold.—By the same are 
Nos. 107 and 108, The Guitar-Playerand The House- 
keeper. The first shows a Spanish performer seated 
on a table, at ease, accompanying himself in a low 
yoice, before two ladies. The fine painting of the 
stamped and gilded leather hangings redeems the 
rest of the picture in that quality. The ladies 
lack beauty of feature and tint. The drawing 
throughout is minute and truthful.—No. 18, by 
M. Carolus, The IJntercepted Letter, also comes 
short in beauty, but has clever handling init. The 
mother of a lady has discovered the clandestine 
correspondence of her daughter, who stands mor- 
tified before us.—M. Victor Chavet has three 
pictures, two of which merit notice: The Amateurs 
(22),—people looking at a picture; and The Artist 
(23).—Decamps’ Wood-Gatherers (30), an old woman 
laden with sticks, and a child who has deposited a 
like burthen to rest by a pathway in a wood,—is 
bold, coarse and effective, and may be studied with 
advantage in its peculiar style—M. Duverger has 
five pictures (38 to 42), which are hardly up to his 
mark. The same may be said for the pair by M. 
Fichel (46, 47)—By M. Robert Fleury is a work 
(unnumbered) of a lady reading a pathetic tale toa 
child, #yled The Sad Story. The expression and 
composition are both notable, and the colour only 
apparently tawdry.—M.Gérome’s Diogenesat Athens 
(57) will not bear comparison with formerly-seen 
works ; it is but an academy study, with accessories. 
Donkey Driver at Cairo (58),—a funny sketch of a 
Fellaheen boy in a tunic, and a mantle over his head, 
his little, purple, pasty face peeping out of it,—is by 
the same. We care less about the other two by 
this painter, Nos. 59, 60.—A Young Girl of Alvito, 

Vaples (63), by M. Hébert,—a girl bearing a copper 
vessel on her head and descending a rocky path, 
—has a charming ease and grace of attitude, and a 
luxury of free execution that is marvellous —M. 
Louis Knaus, well known here of late years by his 
gipsy subjects, sends The Comic Story (69),—an old 
fellow reciting a mirth-exciting tale to two comrades 
and a boy,—all vagabonds of the wildest order. The 
riant vitality of these fellows makes one almost 
laugh sympathetically. The exaggerated dash of 
handling would be less striking elsewhere than as 
here, surrounded by antithetical pictures. The 
reciter is emphatically enraptured with his tale ; 
a long-bodied man leans against the wall in glee ; 
the ragged urchin tilts back on his heels, crowing, 
while a man lounges behind and suspends his 
smoking to enjoy the fun. It is almost a coarse 
Gavarni picture in colour.—Artfulness Itself (87), 
by M. Levin, shows a gaily-bedizened peasant girl 
hiding behind a door, while her lover searches for her 
without. The room in which she hides is crammed 
with all sorts of quaint things ; flaring colours and 
thin in execution to a fault; but the blooming 
pulpiness of the girl’s face and its characteristic 
prettiness redeem the unequal picture.—M. Plassan 

but one work, not quite up to previous exam- 
ples, —The Toilette (104).—M. Trayer’s Embroidery 
Lesson (119) will please.—The Difficult Answer (153), 
by M. Willems, is one of the prettiest things in 
the room for naiveté of character; a girl penning 
4 letter, sits puzzled what to say, hesitatingly nib- 
bling her finger’s end. The colour is chilly. 

Mdile. R. Bonheur’s Shetland Ponies (8),—two 
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ragamuffin animals on a misty Scotch moor,—is 
admirable in all respects. Her Scotch Cattle (9),— 
some diminutive bulls ona rushy common,—has 
all the sober warmth of colour, incomparable 
vigour, and characteristic rendering we all admire. 
The Three Brothers (10),—diverse coloured juvenile 
asses,—is the least excellent of the whole. M. Lam- 
binet’s landscapes are four in number, all delightful. 
Towing-Path on the Seine, near Bougival (72),—a row 
of willows on one bank, a vanishing line of trees on 
the other, a gleam of sun on the distant end of 
the former, that lights the river, and a gleaming 
sail upon its sheeny surface,—is calm, fresh, and 
deliciously true. With all their likeness, this artist’s 
pictures have each an individuality, as those here 
show.—M. Noel’s View near Fécamps (95) evinces 
truthful rendering of sunny effect (after the French 
manner), and feeling for colour, as may be seen in 
the red boat-sails that are in front of this picture. 
—The View of Port Louis, Orient (94) well deserves 
examination. 





Fine-Art Gossip.—A meeting of the friends 
and admirers of Mr. John Cross was held last 
Saturday evening at Mr. Foley’s, with a view 
to consider if some steps could not be taken 
to purchase one of his pictures, for presenta- 
tion to some public institution. A sum of nearly 
901. was raised at the meeting, and resolutions taken 
to endeavour to procure more funds. Messrs. 
Foley, Thorneycroft and Woolner form the 
committee, with Mr. E. B. Stephens as Hon. Sec. 

Lamenting the occasion which prevented its 
fulfilment, we are glad to hear that the Female 
Artists’ Society would have received last Saturday 
the, honour of a visit from Her Majesty. The 
Duchess of Kent's decease alone intervened to 
deprive the Exhibition of the fashionable mint- 
mark. The closing day will be the 27th inst., we 
understand. On the whole the present display has 
been a success beyond its predecessors. 

In reviewing an exhibition conducted like that 
at the British Institution, it is almost impossible 
to avoid overlooking many meritorious works. We 
desire to do more justice than the ‘“ hangers” have 
done, and include within the list of those works 
to which we called public attention, the follow- 
ing :—Mr. Maccallum’s ‘ Moorland Path, Burn- 
ham’ (153),—a well painted and brilliant landscape, 
with ahuge beech-treeinfront. ‘A Fish out of Water’ 
by Mr. M. 8. Morgan (217),—a sailor buying his 
sweetheart a dress, being much amazed and a little 
disquieted by the attention of the “ young man” be- 
hind the counter. A picture with much humorous 
feeling for character in it.—Mr. Oakes’s ‘On the 
Essex Coast’ (359),—a bright but rather glossy and 
thinly-painted landscape.—Mr. H. W. B. Davis’s 
‘Summer Afternoon, Pas de Calais’ (625)—placed 
in a bad light rather than too high or low—a painty 
but effective landscape, almost identical with the 
same artist’s work now in the Portland Gallery.— 
‘On the Thames’ (617), by Mr. Downward Birch: 
the calm river glassy and still, a perfect mirror, 
broken only by the swan’s wakes that ripple it; 
drooping willows on its banks and a lofty knoll 
behind, are rendered with brilliant effect and 
taste. These excellencies are not incompatible 
with indications of mannerism which may degen- 
erate into the mere machine-work of the Bodding- 
ton school.

Mr. G. Vulliamy has been appointed Superin- 
tending Architect to the Metropolitan Board of 
Works.—Mr. G. G. Scott (in conjunction with 
Mr. Slater, we believe) is to re-construct the fallen 
spire of Chichester Cathedral. 

We desire to call attention to the magnificent 
collection of gems, medieval and antique, lent to 
the South Kensington Museum by the Duke of 
Devonshire ; from the small bulk, and not promi- 
nent position of these inestimable works of Art, 
they are not likely to attract the notice their merit 
or the liberality of the owner calls for. Visitors 
will find them by the end wall of one of the rooms 
near where Mr. Magniac’s fine enamels, recently 
noticed in the Atheneum, were placed. Their general 
excellence will reward a careful examination. 

Messrs. Agnew & Co., of Manchester, have pub- 
lished a photograph of the officers of the 84th 
Regiment, which is not only a good specimen of 
photography, but remarkable as illustrating the 
success of a common-sense course of proceeding in 
the matter of placing the sitters—generally the 
very point in which the operators fail most lament- 
ably, for the simple reason that composition is one 
of the most subtle branches of an artist’s study—a 
quality indeed of which there have been fewer mas- 
ters than any other. The operator has placed, or 
allowed them to place themselves, the whole body 
of the officers, over forty in number, the majority 
standing, a few seated in front. With the felicity 
that sometimes attends a chromatic combination 
in the kaleidoscope, they are perfectly grouped in 
simple masses. 

The Report of the Committee of Management of 
the Association for Promotion of the Fine Arts in 
Scotland for the past year lies before us. From 
the statements therein contained, we learn that 
the Association is in a flourishing state, the 
funds having materially increased,—being in the 
previous year, four thousand two hundred and 
sixty-three guineas, while, during that in question, 
they reached the sum of five thousand six hundred 
and fourteen guineas. The expenditure has been 
chiefly thus:—600/. to Mr. J. Noel Paton, for six 
oil paintings, in illustration of the Border ballad, 
the ‘Dowie Dens o’ Yarrow;’ which form one 
prize for distribution to some ticket-holder. The 
Association has also bought for 1,628/. forty-seven 
works of Art, recently exhibited in the Royal 
Scottish Academy. The engravings, five in num- 
ber, illustrative of ‘Auld Lang Syne,’ noticed some 
time since in the Atheneum, have been distributed 
to the subscribers. The pictures illustrating the 
‘Dowie Dens o’ Yarrow’ having been placed in 
the hands of Messrs. Lumb Stocks, Sharpe and 
Bell, are now engraved ; and from the impressions 
forwarded to us, we can congratulate the subscribers 
on obtaining excellent engravings from excellent 
pictures. Mr. J. Noel Paton’s style,—somewhat 
hard, coldand metallic in painting, —when employed 
by the artist with a distinct view to engraving, and 
the results placed in such competent hands as those 
above named, appears at its best. The design to 
Stanza First— 

Late at e’en, drinking the wine, 
And ere they paid their lawing, 
They set a combat them between, 
To fecht it in the dawing— 
is full of incident and spirit. The handsome 
lover, with fine disdainful eyes, rises from the 
board that bears the cards and gambling instru- 
ments, and significantly touches the hilt of his 
sword. Opposed to him is a dark-visaged man, 
with a truculent air, looking triumph at the suc- 
cess of the trick which has led the youth to the 
challenge; next, an old, bare-headed, bald man, 
who places a broad palm and nervous fingers upon 
his own lips to hide the grin of hate that gleams 
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only in his eyes the stronger. Behind, are| 
three other ruffians, all variously designed. The 
hostess chalks up the score on the wall. A good | 
effect and rich and varied tone have been obtained 
in the engraving with great success. The parting 
of the lovers is a pretty thing to look at, except for 
one point: the mounted champion stoops from his 
saddle to kiss the lady, who, standing upon the horse- 
block at the house door, casts her arms passionately 
about his neck ; his right hand holds hers to his 
shoulder, while the left goes ardently round her 
body; but,—and here the energy of the whole 
design is marred,—they do but kiss each other on 
the cheek !—Who ever, at a life’s parting, kissed his 
mistress on the cheek? A dog that gambols in 
front of the horse’s head is nearly as big as the last 
animal. The lady in her chamber, wishing that 
sweet wish that has such a loving ring in the very 
verse— 
Oh, gentle wind, that bloweth south, 
From where my love repaireth ;

sits gazing out of the open window, chin in hand, 
and eyes over the wide country; her attitude is 
feelingly rendered and very graceful, the expres- 
sion finely given; the effect of the whole broad and 
telling. The fourth design,—the combat,—is full 
of energy and dash of design, without a shade of 
rhodomontade. 
She’s taen him in her armis twa, 
And gien him kisses thorough,— 
the subject of the fifth engraving, in Mr. Paton’s 
treatment of it, pleases us but very moderately. The 
sixth,—where the two dead lovers are borne upon the 
shoulders of men, on a bier,—although telling, from 
the melancholy moonlight effect chosen as the time 
of the procession’s drawing nigh to home, is hardly 
able to bear examination so well as its predecessors ; 
the lady lies as if asleep, which, of course, at once 
makes one fancy she might tumble off the bier. 
The man can hardly be said to be dead.—The 
Report goes on to state that the Committee have 
entered into arrangements with Messrs. G. Harvey, 
H. Macculloch, J. Archer, E. Nicol, and A. H. 
Burr, for five pictures, illustrating respectively five 
songs of Robert Burns, ‘Ca’ the Ewes to the 
Knowes,’ ‘ My Heart's in the Hielands,’ ‘The Lea 
Rig,’ ‘Last May a braw Wooer,’ and ‘ Logan 
Braes.’

Mr. Lumb Stocks is reported 
to have made progress with the engraving from 
Wilkie’s ‘Scene from the Gentle Shepherd,’ im- 
pressions of which will be delivered to subscribers 
who have, between the years 1859 and 1863 
inclusive, paid up, in one or more payments, the 
sum of five guineas. A sum of 408/. 4s. 8d. has 
been set aside towards a reserve fund, to beexpended 
for the purchase of a work of Art thought desirable 
to be added to the National (Scottish) Collection. 
Fifty-three works of Art have been purchased, and 
are to be distributed this year.

Designing the exterior of a house, and letting 
the interior be as little comfortable as it may, 
is so rife with modern architects, that we rejoice 
to commend an instance of contrary practice, where 
the designer, consulting with the inhabitants, de- 
cided upon the character, size and positions of 
the rooms, and then adapted the exterior to 
them, with an eminently-successful result, both 
in picturesque beauty and promise of comfort. 
At Fairmile, Cobham, Surrey, Mr. Philip Webb 
has erected, for Mr. R. Spencer-Stanhope, a

dwelling-house, wherein, for economy and repose 


of colour, the use of stone is avoided. The east 
front extends 100 feet, including the gable of 
the stabling; the north front 35 feet. The pitch 
of the roof is very high, about two-fifths of the 
total elevation (45 feet). In this, removed from 
all the clamours of the house, with the advantages 
of look-out and light, is placed the study of the 
owner. Below, are living and reception rooms, 
the kitchens, under a minor roof, separating the 
stables from the house. The entrance is on the 
north side, under a drop-arch, hood moulding and 
tympan, with three windows of similar character, 
—with the heads filled in—and the sashes but 
slightly curved at top. A massive and well-pro- 
portioned chimney-stack breaks the flat surface 
here, with good effect. There are two windows 
on the other side of the porch; three on the floor 
above, with a great one in the gable, belonging to 
the study; three more, of varied character, com- 
plete this front, which is simple and sober. The 
south is more broken in mass, by the gables of the 
office-windows, a well and its picturesque cover, 
the timber porch and conservatory, with their 
sloping tiled roofs. The striking character of the 
design is due to the roof-pitch; the massive and 
grave, but not heavy, aspect given by the solidity, 
as well as finish of workmanship and materials ; 
the well-placed chimney-stacks (some of which are 
on the outside, and all without the odious pots or 
piping); and mostly by the windows being placed 
where they are wanted, and not where they “ought 
to be” by conventional practice—they answer one 
another only when that position suits the rooms 
within. The result of so following common-sense 
is a building severe, yet cheerful, gentlemanly, so 
to speak, because simple and dignified, and look- 
ing much larger than it is, because its true mass is 
made the most of, not thrown away, either for the 
sake of fantastic and useless diversity or conven- 
tional symmetry.

CoNCERTS OF THE WEEK.—The admirers of 
the present Direction of our Philharmonic Con- 
certs are more earnest than coherent in their 
advocacy and praise. It is curious to find some 
among them in one breath maintaining that a 
conservative policy is the only sound and whole- 
some policy to be adopted by a Society which 
made its fame by enterprise, and in the next 
recalling with pride the commissions given to 
Mendelssohn, when Mendelssohn was little known, 
even in Germany, as a composer.—Such con- 
tradictory courses of procedure can only be 
reconciled by one hypothesis:—that there are no 
living composers, at home or abroad, worthy of an 
instant’s attention or encouragement,—no moderns 
of repute with whose works London ears are not 
familiar. The second Philharmonic Concert was 
arranged under the expectation of a royal visit. 
The programme, as usual on such occasions, was 
brief, devoid of novelty and of any instrumental 
solo. Madame Lemmens-Sherrington and Mr. 
Santley were the singers. 

At Monday’s Popular Concert the only piece 
in the programme not by Beethoven was Mr. 
Macfarren’s ‘‘ Ah, why do we love!” one of the 
most beautiful English songs in being. 

Herr Klindworth’s party remained true to their 
purpose till the last. Tuesday’s concert, their third, 
gave the public an opportunity of hearing some 
new and unfamiliar music. The Pianoforte Quin- 


tett, by Herr Berwald, a Swedish composer, is 


not one of the works worth the labour which 
must have been given to its rehearsal. Had it 
come forth as the essay of a youth struggling 
to do something new, and inexpertly, rather 
than of purpose, floundering into chaos, it might 
have been listened to, as not deciding its 
author’s place, if inspiring no brilliant ho 
of his future. But we are expressly bidden to 
observe that it was written some thirty years ago, 
and treasured up nearly as long by its author, who 
is now approaching the allotted term of man’s life, 
and who has given it out with all the sanction of 
mature conviction.—Enough to say, that an at- 
tempt has once again been made at novelty of 
form by combining and repeating, without any in- 
telligible reason, ideas which, in themselves, are 
not particularly fresh or seductive. Beethoven’s 
second Sonata, with violoncello, Op. 102, is, 
two-thirds of it, most welcome to the ear. The 
vigour and originality of the allegro, with its strik- 
ing contrast of subjects,—the solemn expressive- 
ness of the adagio (to the rendering of which, how- 
ever, Herr Klindworth, as too hard-handed, and 
M. Daubert, as not intense enough, are not well 
adapted),—seemed to transport us back to terra 
Jirma and clear daylight, from the Swedish myste- 
ries among which we had been groping in search 
of some meaning. The final fugato movement con- 
tains one of those excuses.for crude writing too 
frequent in Beethoven’s later works, which imi- 
tators, 

Wondering with a foolish face of praise, 
have turned to such vexatious account in justifica- 
tion of their own aberrations. Like the fugue 
which closes the monster solo Sonata in B flat— 
like the no less entangled example winding up the 
“ Credo” in the ‘ Missa Solennis ’—it is a confused 
and imperfect example of what it professes to be,— 
a piece of writing the very life and soul of which 
are intricacy and art, progressively displayed, but 
clearly withal:—one the blemishes of which can 
only pass for beauties by favour of superstitious 
faith.—Schubert’s duett Fantasia for piano and 
violin (founded, possibly, on popular airs or songs, 
and containing some good variations on an ex- 
pressive theme) is a concert-piece on the whole 
effective, — though, as is often the cage with 
Schubert, too long drawn. 





Herr WaGNER IN Paris.—During the last 
week, the production of the ‘ Tannhiuser’ to the 
public of Paris took place,—with a result which 
seems to have surprised even those as resolutely 
averse to this new o-music as ourselves.—No- 
thing like the amount of disapprobation shown 
has been seen on the first night at the Grand 
Opéra for some thirty years past. The public 
was not passive, but open in expressing dislike,— 
in spite of the presence of Royalty, together with 
a brilliant assemblage of those who had wrought 
themselves up into belief and admiration.—So far 
as some half-score of accounts from public and 
private sources can justify belief and announce- 
ment, there is small doubt that the failure has 
been entire,—extraordinary and, it may be fancied, 
conclusive. If this be true, so ends—and ends 
well—one of the most flagrant attempts at forcing 
forward what is spurious and false recorded in the 
history of Art.— Not a stone had been left unturned 
to compel or cajole a success in Paris for Herr 
Wagner. Money had been liberally shed in the 
cause; a twelvemonth’s intrigue and contrivance 
brought to bear on influence; a time vumpre- 
cedently long for a work which had been performed 
already, had been devoted to preparation. All 
in vain—and most deservedly in vain. No doubt 
allowance is to be made for antagonism stirred 
by Herr Wagner’s paraded disdain of the musi¢ 
which preceded his attempts, and by the extrava- 
gant ardour of his partizans. But be such allow- 
ance greater or less, the work brought to judgment 
remains intrinsically bad,—a series of uncouth 
sounds and ungracious combinations, with the 
scantiest amount of beauty to relieve them, applied 
to the illustration of a picturesque German legend, 
eloquently, if not always dramatically, told. 
Having long thus deliberately rated the ‘Tann- 
hiiuser,’ while we can enter into the disappoin 





of its composer and his enthusiastic friends, we 
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are glad, for the sake of Art, that the verdict has 
been so condemnatory. 





Princess’s.—M. Fechter does not act,—he zs 
Hamlet. The opening scene presented the King, 
Queen and Hamlet seated on the elevated platform 
or dais,—conversing without movement or forced 
gesticulation. Some excellent by-play was in- 
troduced. On the Court retiring, the train of 
courtiers stop, the melancholy Hamlet, wrapt in 
his own meditations, not heeding them. They 
wait, indeed, to attend him; suddenly perceiving 
which, he motions them to proceed, and remains 
behind himself. The soliloquy was finely deli- 
yered, without declamation, but with the most 
passionate feeling. In the scene with the Ghost 
there was none of the usual conventional routine; 
but the young Prince stood at the back of the 
seene, supporting himself by the balustrades, as 
if unwilling to come forward, whether from rever- 
ence or dread, What we principally remarked in 
the first act was, the intense and unmistakeable 
sorrow that it displayed, which exceeded every de- 
monstration of the kind that we had ever witnessed 
inthe character. It showed itself in every tone of 
the voice, as well as in the general gesture, and 
created a deep sympathy in the audience. The 
next act presented Hamlet in a more lively mood; 
and his taunts at Polonius were brisk, pointed, 
and not without humour. He was, however, care- 
ful to show how wearisome the old man was, and 
had always been to him. We never heard the 
soliloquy on death better spoken,—and of the soli- 
loquies in general we may remark, that they were 
in the finest taste, and extorted the admiration of 
the most judicious. The plaudits were frequent 
and prolonged. In the difficult scene with Ophelia 
M. Fechter was effective without extravagance, and 
gave the fullest significance to the situation without 
any rant or rudeness. His variations on ‘‘ Go to 
anunnery” were all in the tenderest style, and it 
was evident that he was deeply afflicted by Ophe- 
lia’s obvious complicity with her father’s state 
strategy. He helped the action of the play-scene 
by bearing an illuminated hand-book of the drama, 
with which he addressed the player on the proper 
manner of speaking the interpolated speech, and 
illustrated the poet’s directions by his own minute 
observance of them. On all occasions M. Fechter 
spoke “‘ glibly on the tongue”; nowhere was there 
ay ‘grinding of the organ,” as it is called in 
theatrical parlance. We think, therefore, that his 
example may beneficially operate on some of the 
practices of the English stage, which are certainly 
due to a false school of elocution, in which a gro- 
tesque art ‘substitutes the simplicity and, we may 
aid, beauty of nature, to say nothing of the 
“modesty,” which, on the modern stage as it was 
o the Elizabethan, is too frequently overstepped. 
The closet scene, where Polonius is slain and the 
Ghost revisits his somewhat “‘ too tardy son,” was 
nobly rendered. In the Churchyard, M. Fechter 
adopted the familiar and condescending style— 
iting on a tombstone with his left leg resting on 
his right thigh, and enjoying the humour of the 
dd sexton’s conversation. This scene was alto- 
gether a gem: Mr. Widdicomb’s Gravedigger was 
admirably portrayed, and the acting was good 
m both sides. In the fencing scene and its 
results M. Fechter achieved a rare triumph. He 
managed to slay the King, not only without raising 
the usual laugh in the audience, but producing the 
excitement of terror in the audience by the reality 
of the combat to which he defied the treacherous 
monarch. The incidents of his own death were 
likewise selected with admirable propriety. The 
curtain fell on a triumph which will be long re- 
collected by all who were present. 


Srranp.—A new piece produced here, entitled 
‘Change for a Sovereign,’ has merit, and is likely 
w achieve a fair amount of success. This merit, 
however, is one that rather belongs to the stage 
"presentation than one that can be conveyed by 
‘ly setting forth of the plot. It must be wit- 
nessed to be appreciated. The piece is of French 
origin, and the scene is laid in France. 














Musica, anp Dramatic Gosstp.— “Is it 
Premature,” writes a Correspondent, “to inquire 
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to what extent the Council of next year’s Great 
Exhibition intends to provide for the mta- 
tion of Music !—Since Art in general is to take a 
part in the Festival far more prominent than was 
its place eleven years ago, it may fairly be hoped 
that no branch of it will be neglected or denied 
liberal recognition. Seeing, however, that the 
difficulties of administering for Music are as pecu- 
liar as they are numerous, might it not be as well 
that early attention should be paid to the subject, 
supposing it to be one marked out for attention? 
The ceremonials connected with the Exhibition 
(to touch merely one point) might gracefully and 
legitimately give room to the commission for some 
new work ; but if such is to be worthy of the occa- 
sion it cannot be decided on nor thrown off in a 
hurry. To ‘take Time by the forelock’ can hardly 
be more necessary in any department of so vast 
and elaborate a scheme than in this.

Last week Mr. Gye’s programme for the coming 
season at Covent Garden was characterized as not 
satisfactory. Comment on it, then, cannot be a 
pleasant task for those who, however averse to 
giving pain to particular artists, cannot see a fine 
establishment injured by mistakes in its direction 
without setting such, and their tendency, plainly 
before the public. Let us transcribe the list of 
singers announced as engaged. These are :— 
Madame Penco, Madame Didiée, Mdlle. Corbari, 
Madame Rudersdorff, Madame Tagliafico, Madame 
Leva, Mdlle. Csillag, Madame Miolan-Carvalho, 
Madame Ortolani-Tiberini ; Signor Tamberlik, 
Signor Lucchesi, Signor Tiberini (his first appear- 
ance in England), Signor Ronconi, Signor Tagliafico, 
Signor Polonini, Signor Patriossi, Signor Neri- 
Baraldi, Signor Rossi, M. Jourdan (his first appear- 
ance in England), M. Zelger, M. Faure and Signor 
Graziani. An engagement has also been offered to 
Herr Formes.—Among the above performers the 
only ladies who enjoy more than tolerance from the 
public are Madame Miolan-Carvalho and Madame 
Didiée. It will be an ill day for Opera should our 
amateurs ever come to accept one so pretending and 
incomplete as Mdlle. Csillag as a favourite artist. 
The skates, banners and censers of ‘ Le Prophéte’ 
will not dazzle persons of understanding and in 
possession of their memories into forgiving a 
defective voice redeemed by small accomplishments 
and graces of style—Madame Penco, though 
superior as a vocalist to the Hungarian prima 
donna, will not make Madame Grisi forgotten. 
Let that lady prove ever so little gainful to Mr. 
Smith—as Mr. Gye’s company stands, her loss, 
including that of Signor Mario, amounts to with- 
drawing some of the best operas from the repertory 
of Covent Garden.—Madame Ortolani - Tiberini 
made but a poor impression at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre when she appeared there.—Madame 
Rudersdorff, howsoever skilled as a musician, has 
hitherto failed to gain public sympathy on the 
stage in London.—Mr. Gye rests some part of 
his hopes of attraction for 1861 on the re-casting 
of known operas. With such materials as those 
specified—all of them more or less familiar to the 
opera-goer, — he may prepare himself for dis- 
appointment.—Among the gentlemen, Signor 
Tiberini (for whom ‘Il Pirata’ is to be revived) 
is the only singer new to us. Of him report 
speaks highly; but to aspire to the succession of 
Signor Mario is not a pleasantry.—In place of 
Signor Gardoni, M. Jourdan is coming, a clever 
light tenor, from the Opéra Comique of Paris, 
and a good musician to boot, we believe. —The 
offer to Herr Formes is one of problematical 
importance, unless time and America have re- 
freshed his voice since it was last heard in Ger- 
many.—Due stress, and not too much, is laid on 
the orchestra and the chorus, for the efficiency of 
which Signor Costa’s name is guarantee. The 
latter, we perceive, is to be reinforced for the 
purpose of giving due splendour to the Revolt 
Jinale in ‘Guillaume Tell.’ The one new opera 
undertaken for is Signor Verdi’s ‘Un Ballo in 
Maschera.’—‘ Don Giovanni’ is to be re-cast.— 
Gluck’s ‘ Orfeo’ is to be given again as last year, 
that is without an Orfeo adequate to the part,—so 
much the greater honour to the undying youth and

The third great Choral Rehearsal of the fifteen 
hundred singers in connexion with the Sacred 
Harmonic Society was held yesterday week at 
Exeter Hall. It was in part devoted to ‘ Acis and 
Galatea,’ music more manageable by so vast a 
body than the unvocal and all-but-impossible 
‘Missa Solennis’ of Beethoven. 

Last week’s topic in Paris, besides the signal 
downfall of the ‘ Tannhiuser,’ was the sensation, 
amounting almost to surprise, made at a concert of 
the Conservatoire, by Madame Viardot, in a selec- 
tion from Gluck’s ‘ Alceste.’ That admirable 
artist, who had not sung there for some years, is 
described as in the fullest possession of her powers, 
and to have delivered that noblest of dramatic 
music with a grandeur, passion and vocal finish, 
which entirely carried away her audience. The 

, by the way, of ‘Orphée’ is not worn cut, 
though that simple classical drama has now, in 
revival, had something like one hundred represen- 
tations: since, we observe that Madame Viardot 
is to repeat the part for some performances to come 
at the Théatre Lyrique. 

Having heard Mr. Rigby’s voice, we can accredit 
the praise of it lately here offered on hearsay. —He 
is heard to great disadvantage,—since he appears 
at the Alhambra, where not merely is music an 
accessory to the perilous gymnastic excitements 
now in fashion, but where the place is in itself 
singularly bad for a singer,—above all if he be a 
young singer,—as tempting him to effort in order 
to produce effect. About the value of Mr. Rigby’s 
voice there can be small question, however. It is 
even, sufficient in quality and compass, and very 
agreeable. As yet he sings without bad habits, if 
without much accomplishment ; andif he will watch 
his own career carefully and not mistake an 
Alhambra encore for a success, he is one of whom 
the public may hear much, at no distant period. 

Glasgow papers speak in high terms of the 
Psalm by Mr. Lambeth, produced there in the 
course of last week. They allude to something 
which looks like a mistake, namely, to a new 
setting of Milton’s ‘ L’Allegro’ by that excellent 
conductor. We cannot think it wise in any one 
to attempt “last words” after Handel has spoken 
to a subject.—Herr Hiller’s ‘Saul’ has not put the 
earlier ‘Saul’ out of court, neither Herr Rein- 
thaler’s ‘ Jephtha ’ made us forget the ‘ Jephtha’ of 
his predecessor. Why, when the world of Poetry 
and Fancy is so wide and so rich, will people 
court comparison ? 

M. Rubinstein’s new opera, given the other 
day at Vienna, appears to have disappointed ex- 
pectation ; it is described as poor in melody and 
wanting in originality. 

We translate the following:—“Count John 
Harrach has announced a competition for two 
prizes, of 600 florins each, for the best pair of two- 
act operas, and two prizes, of 200 florins each, for 
the best books for the same. The latter are to be 
written in the Czech language. They are to be 
on national subjects, and the contest is only open to 
Bohemian composers.”’ 

L’ Univers Musicale states that a new “ Swedish 
Nightingale” has been found in Gothland by a 
great lady, and sent at her cost to Paris to learn 
to sing. Her name is Christine Nilsen. 

A composer who in his time found a large amount 
of favour in Paris is just dead. This is M. Nieder- 
meyer, who, though only successful as a romance 
writer, enjoyed, nevertheless, patronage enough to 
enable him to produce three works on the grandest 
scale at the Opera—‘ Stradella,’ ‘Marie Stuart’ 
and ‘La Fronde.’ Born in 1803, of Swiss origin, 
Niedermeyer was an amiable, gentle-mannered 
man, whose character, besides attracting staunch 
and refined friends to him, was expressed in his 
music. He was in close intimacy with the re- 
markable circle of amateurs who frequented the 
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Paris Opera in the gay and brilliant year of 1836, 
—when ‘Les Huguenots’ was new—and Falcon 
was young—and Madame Dorus fresh — and 
M. Levasseur impressive—and Nourrit, though in 
his autumn, had not as yet been extinguished by 
M. Duprez—and when the ballet had only such cele- 
brities as Mdille. Taglioni and the Mdlles. Elssler 
dancing alternately.—‘ Stradella’ was produced at 
that time, and it was worth the fatigue of a coach 
and diligence journey from London to Paris to hear 
the Prince Belgiojoso—one of the most magni- 
ficently -endowed tenors that ever lived—sing 
Stradella’s opening song, 

Venise est encore au bal. 
—Niedermeyer’s talent, however, was too delicate 
to sustain him throughout five long acts of an 
opera, and none of his stage works succeeded. Of late 
he had principally devoted himself to sacred music. 





MISCELLANEA 

Boulogne-sur-Mer.—It is hardly possible to con- 
eeive a lazier place than this, ‘‘ home of the stranger 
who has done something wrong.” It is an old tarry- 
ing-place, however; and, bound for Paris, I, likemany 
of my countrymen, enjoy just two days on the port 
among the fishermen and the fishwomen ; or wander- 
ing where old memories lead me: it may be to the 
shabby little house where poor Mrs. Jordan died: 
it may be to the silent street where Lesage sank to 
rest. But, a few little pilgrimages accomplished, 
comes the old laziness. With the laziness, one 
wanders instinctively to the port. There was a 
launch of a fishing-boat to-day :—as well watch the 
launch of one of Searle’s outriggers. The arrival 
of the fishing-boats is enlivening occasionally. I 
caught a pretty picture this morning, early. A 
smack came briskly up, well laden with fish, to the 
quay. A buxom fishing-girl was, neatly dressed, 
at the edge of the quay, holding a bright tin mug 
in her hand. A sailor, begrimed with the dirt of 
nets and foul water and fish-scales, plunged to the 
side of the smack as it touched the land. The girl 
approached playfully, and held out the mug (of hot 
coffee) to the handsome monster, whose black hands 
were stretched out forit. ‘ Vive amour!” cried 
the brawny fisherman, as he raised the hot coffee 
to his lips. The girl blushed, and ran away up 
the steeps of the fishing town.—I may add a 
curious bit of local gossip. This having been 
the town honoured by Louis Napoleon when 
he endeavoured to frighten Louis-Philippe from 
his throne with a tame eagle, all Boulonnais who 
were breeched before that year, claim a part in 
the events of the memorable day. A conspicuous 
private in the National Guard met me, when | 
strolled from my reading of Z’Impartial, near the 
old Café Vermond. We talked of the Emperor 
and his policy. This conspicuous private pretended 
to know more than he told; but it struck me he 
told more than he knew. However, he was cer- 
tainly present when Louis Napoleon, wet to the 
shoulders, was conveyed to a little open place (now 
covered by the Customs Entrepét). This open 
space had chains round it. Louis Napoleon was 
standing in the centre of the place, surrounded by 
a posse of National Guards, Custom-House Officers, 
and cocked hats of various degrees of authority. 
Suddenly, he darted forward towards the port,— 
it is supposed with the intention of leaping into 
the water,—but he had not perceived the chains. 
He was stopped suddenly by them, and fell against a 
little boy who was standing looking onat the strange 
scene. And so he was caught, and at once marched 
to the upper-town chateau. This little boy is now 
@ man; and may be pointed out to any curious 
visitor as the person against whom his present 
Majesty, the Emperor of the French, fell when he 
tried to jump into the port. If Mr. J. A. St. 
John be preparing a new edition of his ‘ Life of 
Louis Napoleon’ for the press, he might spend an 
advantageous week hereabouts. Even the cart- 
ridges distributed among the National Guards 
when they were sent in pursuit of the unfortunate 
City of Canterbury passengers, are preserved as 
curiosities, and will descend, no doubt, from 
Boulonnais to Boulonnais, as heirlooms. B. J.
